It gives me great pleasure to report to you, the 
citizens of Walpole, that 1993 was a watershed 
year for our community. Many of the major goals 
that we have collectively sought were achieved. 


A listing of these highlights in which my office 
played a role is as follows: 


* Town Officials and citizen activists, after seven 
years of battling the Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority, the United States Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and the Courts, succeeded 
in convincing the MWRA to contract with an East 
Carbon, Utah, commercial landfill for the long 
term disposal of sludge. This battle was complet- 
ed in early October when the Federal Court 
accepted the Alternative Plan, rather than build 
an MWRA owned landfill on former MCI Cedar 
Junction property 


* The Central Business District was reconstruct- 
ed, including new bronze mast arm traffic signals, 
new pavement, new sidewalks, new trees and sod. 


* Two West Street Bridges over the railroad were 
rebuilt. The Lincoln Road Bridge was reopened to 
traffic in June and the Cedar Street Bridge was 
reopened in September. 


* The construction started in February for the 
Old Post Road School twelve classroom addition 
which opened on time in September. In the 
second phase, a new kitchen, gymnasium and 
Media Center were opened in December. Funding 
for 93 reimbursement was approved by the State 
during the Summer. 


* A Soccer Study Committee succeeded in a 
Tripartite Agreement in November with the Youth 
Soccer Association and the OMEGA Associates. 
Land swaps approved by Town Meeting and the 
Legislature will result in the construction of a 
soccer complex off Mylod Street. 


* In February, the Marathon House lost its State 
funding and closed its lease at the DPW House off 
Washington Street. We negotiated a new lease 
for this property starting in August with the 
Education Cooperative.

* 1993 brought us severe weather conditions 
with a blizzard in March, flooding in Spring and 
a Summer drought. 


* Also in March, the School Department offered 
the use of the Plimpton School for the establish- 
ment of a food pantry. 


* Long term Recreation Director Dom Baldassari 
retired and was replaced with new hire Daryl 
Brazo from Northboro. Later, George Mansfield 
from Newton was retained as our new part time 
Town Planner. 


* In June, we dedicated the new Carolyn Wood- 
ward Memorial Playground at Memorial Park 
which was built with the help of many volunteers. 


* Additional DPW construction projects included 
the start in July of rebuilding the Intersection of 
High Plain Street and Washington Street; just 
under $400,000 of Chapter 90 repaving; the 
widening of Route One and 27; new water mains 
over the Neponset River and a bypass for Benney 
Street; a new section of roof for the Johnson 
Middle School and a new oil tank for Blackburn 
Memorial Hall. 


* Four new Municipal Union Contracts represent- 
ing the Police, DPW, Clerical and Library units for 
Fiscal Years 1994 and 1995 were negotiated. 


* After a prolonged recession, construction 
activity resumed that was highlighted by CIBA 
Corning’s expansion and Walmart’s new store. 


* The Budgeting process was altered immeasur- 
ably by the Legislature’s passage of an Education 
Reform Act that mandates new local spending 
over a seven year period, also the commitment of 
an additional 1.3 billion of State Aid which is ear- 
marked specifically for local education. 


* The Trustees of the Terrace Hill Cemetery 
turned the Cemetery over to the Town at the end 
of the year. 


* The State selected Walpole for participation in 
a new Enhanced 911 training film and selected 
our Town to implement E911 in the second 


quarter of 1994. The Local E911 Committee 
sought to rename streets and renumber house 
numbers in order to remove confusion for public 
safety personnel responding in an emergency. I 
was pleased to serve on both the State Telecom- 
munications Board as well as the local committee. 


I thank you, the citizens of Walpole for allow- 
ing me to serve you for these past sixteen years, 


the last ten of which as Town Administrator. I 
also want to thank the Board of Selectmen for 
their continued support and guidance. Finally, I 
wish to thank my staff, Jean St.George, Patricia 
MacConnell, Valorie Donohue, Jim Conroy, and all 
of the dedicated Town employees who strive daily 
to make Walpole the very best community in 
which to live.

The Board of Selectmen serve as the 
Issuing Authority for cable television in the Town 
of Walpole. The Cable Television Advisory Com- 
mittee is appointed by the Board of Selectmen to 
serve as its watchdog for cable. The Committee 
is available to hear any and all unresolved com- 
plaints regarding Massachusetts Cablevision 
Industries. 


The most significant change during 1993 was 
the ruling by the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to regulate cable television rates. Once 
this law became effective, the Committee made 
every effort to assist subscribers in understanding 
the provisions of the new law. This was done 
with the assistance of the Regional manager of 


C.V.I. Industries, holder of the franchise. 


The Committee advised the issuing authority of 
the discount available to senior citizens of Wal- 
pole. A plan is in effect whereby eligible seniors 
can obtain this discount by notifying the Asses- 
sor’s office of their eligibility. At the end of 1993, 
65 seniors took advantage of this plan. It is 
hoped that more seniors will take advantage of 
this discount during the ensuing year.

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Computer Study Committee -

With the advent of new technologies, combined 
with the lack of appropriate interfaces among 
town systems and a certain amount of user dissat- 
isfaction, the Board of Selectmen reactivated the 
Computer Study Committee last January. 


The Municipal Departments within the Town 
Hall and the School Department are currently 
running on a Prime 5320 computer system using 
the PRIMOS operating System. The software 
vendor currently being used for all applications 
operating on the Prime Computer is EDS, formerly 
Infocel. The Town purchased this software 
approximately ten years ago. 


The software applications handling the school 
functions are working satisfactorily, however, the 
municipal functions are not and attempts to get 
the vendor to correct the deficiencies have not 
been successful. In fact, since the acquisition of 
Infocel by EDS their support has been poor to 
nonexistent. 


After reviewing the present system and how it 
is used by various Town Departments, and noting 
the spread of personal computers (primarily Apple 
Mac’s and some IBM compatible PC’s), it became 
clear that our present system was outdated. Not 
taking advantage of newer, less expensive technol- 
ogies, the Committee realized that they were not 
going to be able to correct present deficiencies. 


Based on the outdated design of our computer 


system (designed prior to personal computers 
being prevalent in offices) and the lack of respon- 
siveness from our current software vendor, it was 
decided that attempting to fix/update our system 
was neither feasible nor desirable. At this point, 
the Computer Study Committee decided to take a 
look at some systems from other software vendors 
and found that there are existing superior systems 
from vendors committed to supporting software 
for cities and towns. 


The committee also investigated the possibility 
of networking the town’s existing personal com- 
puters. 


The Computer Study Committee has come to 
the conclusion that the current computer system 
is outdated, doesn’t work properly, and is "sup- 
ported" by an uninterested vendor. To address 
this problem, we feel that the town should retain 
the services of an independent consultant to 
review the Town’s data processing needs, the 
available systems/technology, and report back to 
the Computer Study Committee with recommen- 
dations for a workable, efficient, and cost effective 
computer system for the Town of Walpole. 


This approach is currently underway by some 
surrounding towns who have found themselves in 
similar situations, and was the approach used by 
Walpole in the early 1980’s. It was decided at 
that time that the system we had prior to the 
current system, no longer met the Town’s needs.

The Personnel Board meets at 7:30 PM in 
the Town Hall on the first and third Wednesdays 
of the month. The purpose of the Personnel 
Board is to represent the Town non-union employ- 
ees, and to ensure the Town By-Laws in this area 
are enforced. The Personnel Board is a volunteer 
committee consisting of five individuals, each with 
a three-year term. Agenda items should be for- 
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warded to the Chairman. 


The Board is constantly in the process of re- 
viewing and updating job descriptions as well as 
conducting annual wage and salary surveys to 
ascertain that town salary schedules are competi- 
tive and in keeping with economic conditions. 


Several by-law changes will be proposed to the 
1994 Spring Annual Town Meeting, including a 
recommendation for wage and salary adjustments. 
Wage and salary adjustments will be awarded 
base upon merit; therefore annual employee 


review forms were revised and updated. The 
Board will meet with all supervisory personnel to 
explain the use of the forms and the merit pool, 
once approved. 


Enhanced 911 Committee

This committee continued to meet throughout 
the year to alleviate all problems connected to the 
implementation of the Enhanced 9-1-1 System. 
This committee has changed 331 street numbers 
to date, as well as recommended street name 
changes for seven streets. Implementing these 
changes has enabled the public safety personnel 
to reach the public in need quicker. The En- 
hanced 9-1-1 capability is automatic location and 
identification by telephone number and street 
address. It is extremely important that all tele- 
phone and street addresses be accurate. 


We heard appeals from citizens that were 
concerned that their street address was being 
changed and have taken action on all of these 
appeals. We have been notified by the State 
Telecommunications Board that the Town will 
benefit the Enhanced 9-1-1 System in the second 


quarter of 1994. 


We would like to thank some people who have 
helped this committee. Without these individuals 
we wouldn’t have accomplished as much as we 
did in such a short time.

Report of Town Counsel

1993 was a very active year for Town Counsel. 
In addition to rendering numerous legal opinions, 
approving contracts as to form, and meeting with 
the Board of Selectmen and various other boards, 
Town Counsel has been handling a number of 
significant law suits on behalf of the town. 


Over the past several years, the most significant 
litigation involving the town concerned the efforts 
to block a proposal by the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority to locate a sludge landfill in 
South Walpole. Since 1988, Town Counsel has 
been actively involved in opposing the landfill 
proposal. In this regard, the counsel filed five 
different lawsuits challenging various aspects of 
the environmental review and permitting process. 
In addition, we have represented the town from 
time to time in the Boston Harbor litigation in 


Federal Court in which the MWRA has been 
complying with various court orders to construct 
sewer treatment facilities. As part of that original 
court order, the MWRA was required to com- 
mence construction of the landfill in Walpole 
during 1993. However, the Town’s efforts to 
oppose the landfill came to fruition when an 
agreement was reached between the MWRA and 
the town which substituted a private landfill in 
Utah for the Walpole landfill as the primary 
backup disposal facility. The MWRA filed a mo- 
tion with the Federal Court to substitute the Utah 
landfill for the requirement that the MWRA 
construct its own landfill at the Walpole site. Both 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection supported the MWRA proposal. Accord- 
ingly, the Federal Court granted the MWRA 
motion. We will continue to monitor the Federal 
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Court case and advise the town of any matters 
relating to the landfill. 


We have filed litigation on behalf of the Board 
of Health to pursue enforcement of groundwater 
regulations and have defended the town against 
a third-party action seeking participation by the 
town in remediation costs associated with the 
South Street asbestos site based upon the town’s 
installation of a sewer through the site. 


We continue to defend the town on various 
ongoing litigation matters. Presently, we are 
representing the town in 26 matters filed in court 
on or before administrative tribunals. On an 
administrative level, we prosecute liquor license 
violations for the town. 


The Town Counsel’s Office has continued to 
take a pro-active approach to keeping control of 
costs by sending out numerous memoranda 
involving areas of municipal law at no charge to 
the community. Examples include questions and 
answers concerning the new Cable Television 
Consumer Protection and Competition Act of 


1992; the Family and Medical’Leave Act of 1993; 
application of handicapped parking fines to 
municipal programs and projects for the handi- 
capped; recent amendments affecting health 
insurance; intermunicipal agreements and joint 
purchasing options available to towns; recent 
amendments affecting recycling and composting; 
guidelines governing landswaps and donation of 
land to towns; and requirements of public water 
supplies under the Federal Safe Drinking Water 
Act. 


As always, we strive to provide fast and concise 
responses to requests for advisory opinions and 
have assisted in the review of articles for the 
Warrants for Town Meetings as well as attending 
Town Meetings and various Board Meetings. 


We wish to express out thanks to all the people 
who have dedicated themselves to town govern- 
ment in Walpole, and especially the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Administrator, and department 
heads. Without their assistance and cooperation, 
our collective objectives could not be attained.

On March 16, 1993, the Board of Selectmen 
voted to appoint a voter location committee. The 
committee was formed to look into finding one 
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location for the purpose of considering consolidat- 
ing all the town’s election precincts. The follow- 
ing is a brief summary of the report as given to 
the Selectmen on September 28, 1993. 


Walpole has 7 precincts, voting in 5 locations. 
In November 1992, Walpole had 13,059 registered 
voters, of which, 11,525 (88.8%) voted. This 
committee therefore considered it had to find a 
location for 13,000 voters. 


A ruling was requested regarding the legality of 
consolidating. Town Counsel indicated that it 
would be legal with the following conditions: 


1. Separate election officers, ballot boxes and 
voting lists must be maintained if the total num- 
ber of registered voters exceeds 3000 (as in 
Precincts 1 and 2, and 6 and 7; 

2. Voters must be notified in writing of the 
change. 


The High School was the suggested location, 
however, parking was our immediate concern. 
There are but 198 spaces at the High School and 
48 at the Plympton School; combined total 246. 
Elections are held during the week for State and 
Federal elections and on Saturday for Town 
elections. On May 25, 1993, 75 percent of the 
spaces were occupied, while the Senior Class was 
not present. There would be little or no parking 
for weekday elections, although Saturday elections 
could probably be accommodated based on a 3- 
400 voter turnout. 


The Committee explored other locations with 
the primary consideration being parking and 
handicap accessibility. The feasibility of partial 


combining precincts was also considered. 


A meeting was held with the Board of Regis- 
trars, Precinct Wardens and clerks, inviting their 
opinions and suggestions. It was felt by all 
attending that there was not a location large 
enough to have centralized voting for State and 
Federal elections. However, local elections could 
probably be held. With the concept of having 
some elections centralized and some split, it 
would be necessary to have a mailing to all 
registered voters notifying them of the location. 
Each election eats up any potential saving in 
consolidating. 


Discussion of election costs were included in 
the meeting, with some members suggesting a 
cutback in hours and personnel for local elections 
only. Consideration of combining Precincts 1 and 
2 at the new Old Post School was suggested with 
pros and cons being discussed. 


The finding of this Committee, therefore, is that 
hourly readings be taken to determine if the hours 
of voting should be changed and to asses the 
needs of each precinct regarding poll workers. In 
addition, the polling places should remain the 
same at this time. The cost savings would not be 
enough to be effective and would more than likely 
discourage voter participation and create voter 
apathy in that they would have to travel out of 
district.

Insurance Advisory Committee

The Insurance Advisory Committee is composed 
of three members; one from the Finance Commit- 
tee, one Selectman and the Town Administrator. 
The purpose of the Committee is to set the param- 
eters for and evaluate the various bids for insur- 
ance contracts with the objective of obtaining the 
best coverage possible for the monies spent. 


Insurance premium cost have grown by leaps 
and bounds, especially in the area of health 


insurance. Some moderation in the rate of in- 
crease was attained in 1993, partly due to the 
efforts of the Committee. 


The Committee had been inactive for the past 
several years but was reactivated by the Select- 
men on February 1, 1993. The Committee met 
through the year, including consultation with 
Berry Insurance Agency, to review and adjust the 
town’s policies as deemed appropriate. 


M.B.T.A. Advisory Board -

The Agent to the Advisory Board, of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Transportation Authority, is appoint- 
ed by the Walpole Board of Selectmen and repre- 
sents and monitors Walpole in matters relating to 
public transportation provided by the MBTA 
There is no renumeration and generally we meet 
on a monthly basis at the MBTA Office of Trans- 
portation. 


In 1993, we were provided with the "Ride," for 
those qualified Walpole residents who are dis- 
abled. The Town Administrator, and this agent, 
have been endeavoring to secure additional 
parking at Union Station across the railroad 
tracks, with access from Elm Street. The MBTA 
has placed this on hold temporarily. I was ad- 
vised to put in a new request, and the Town 
Administrator is aware of this. For the benefit of 
those who use the Route 128 Railroad Station, at 
an Advisory Board meeting held February 3, 1993, 


I have suggested that the MBTA management 
conduct a study to consider the possibility of 
crossing the railroad tracks, as they do elsewhere, 
with a three minute warning, or install escalators. 
This is a busy station and there are just too many 
stairs. 


Sunday commuter rail service through our 
corridor continues, however, it remains in a 
monitored state. Bus service from Forest Hills to 
Walpole Center also continues, but as I recom- 
mended a year ago, we must patronize this fur- 
ther. Senior citizens please note: this service is 
vital for those who do not drive. "Best we do use 
it, or conceivably, we could lose it." 


The Big Dig is coming, for the new Central 
Artery. Consider using the MBTA system...you'll 
be glad you did. 


Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


(c/o Town Hall)

Throughout the year, the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) has been representing 
the interest of communities in the region on a 
number of critical planning issues. In August 
MAPC initiated a public information process for 
review and comment on the Regional Transporta- 
tion Plan, a long-range planning document that 
lays out future transportation investments in the 
region. Working within the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Organization (MPO) structure, along with 
five other agencies, MAPC participated in the 
development of the Plan, mandated by the Inter- 
modal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act 
(ISTEA) federal legislation. MAPC’s involvement in 
the Regional Transportation Plan led to a final 
draft that was more reflective of local needs. 


Other transportation planning initiatives that 
MAPC participated in on behalf of its communities 
include coordinating local review of amendments 
to the Transportation Improvement Program 
(TIP); the State Implementation Plan (SIP) for Air 
Quality; and the Program for Mass Transportation 
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(PMT). 


MAPC also participated in the federally required 
reclassification of local roads, hosted an informa- 
tional forum on the SIP; coordinated and solicited 
Transportation Demand Management (TDM) and 
transportation enhancement project development 
and funding; and participated in an electric 
vehicle pilot program to demonstrate the viability 
of alternative fuel vehicles in Massachusetts. 


As the lead agency for the development of the 
Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) 
for the region, MAPC brought together local 
officials and the region’s business community to 
develop the OEDP priorities. In January, the 
Economic Development Administration (EDA) 
approved MAPC’s OEDP’s (qualifying the projects) 
funding by the EDA totaled $1.8 million. 


MAPC’s Data Center continued to develop and 
disseminate information on the communities in 
the region. Last year the center developed a 1990 
census profile of sample data for each community 


in the region; surveyed and compiled an inventory 
of vacant industrial and commercial sites for each 
community in the region; and developed from the 
1990 census, journey to work data and population 
and age group forecasts for each community. 


MAPC’s administrative support to the eight 
subregions continued to provide an important 
coordinating link between the towns and the 
region. In 1993, MAPC made several presenta 


tions to Walpole and the other towns in the Three 
Rivers Interlocal Council (TRIC) subregion on the 
Regional Transportation Plan. MAPC also contin- 
ued to update TRIC communities on the status of 
the Route 1 South Corridor Planning Study, 
developed to examine traffic congestion along 
Route 1. Low-cost mitigation measures such as 
signalization to improve traffic flow are expected 
to result from the study. 


Prison Advisory Committee

The Walpole Prison Advisory Committee, 
recently designated by the Commissioner of 
Corrections as the Walpole Community Relations 
Board, remained active on behalf of the Town of 
Walpole throughout 1993. The Committee con- 
tinues to lead the effort in seeking to obtain the 
full amount of the mitigation funds owed for the 
construction of the so-called "supermax" wing 
expansion at MCI Cedar Junction. The original 
cost estimate of $9.6 million realized, $2.4 million 
for Walpole. The actual construction was approx- 
imately $16 million, thus the Committee contin- 
ues to feel that the community is owed an addi 


tional $1.6 million for a total of $4 million - 
equaling 25% of the actual construction costs. 
Since the MCI Cedar Junction expanded by way of 
modular units, the Committee is persevering to 
obtain additional funds for Walpole. 


The Committee maintains a watchful eye on the 
release programs conducted at Pondville Correc- 
tional Center, immediately adjacent to MCI Cedar 
Junction. It continues to insist that restrictions 
remain in effect concerning the release of various 
prisoners within the community in work pro- 
grams. 


Annual Report Committee

and present it to the citizens of Walpole. We 
want to thank all of the people who have provid- 
ed data and cooperated in the preparation of this 
book. We solicit any suggestions for next years’ 
book and will appreciate any corrections to try to 
be sure they are not repeated. 


The Town Report Committee has devel- 
oped a new approach in developing this report. 
Starting in 1992, this report’s objective is to 
simplify the Committee’s task, provide the report 
as early as possible and reducing production 
costs. The objective was to ask that input be 
provided not only hard copy, but to include 
computer disks of that copy. This allows rapid 


editing and conversion to final format, which 
eventually becomes camera ready for production. 


We want thank all groups for their input and 
cooperation in providing the information for this 
report. We want especially to thank Jerry Romel- 
ezyk at the. Library for his invaluable technical 
assistance in converting data, as well as Evelyn 
Splaine for coordinating the collection of material. 


Unfortunately, not all Departments /Committees 
have access to the equipment to provide computer 
disks and variations in the kind of equipment 
presents a conversion problem. With the Comput- 
er Advisory Committee’s activities toward a new 
Town-wide computer system, it is hoped future 
years will be more efficient. 


Permanent Building Committee ~

The Permanent Building Committee oversees 
the construction of public buildings and major im- 
provements to land associated with building 
projects. It operates in coordination with the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator. 
The oversight to building projects provided by the 
Committee include selection of architects and 
contractors, review of architectural plans and 
specifications for cost-effectiveness in the context 
of Town needs, selection of project representatives 
(clerks of the works), review of the progress of 
work in light of promised performance, authoriza- 
tion of change orders, review of billing, authoriza- 
tion of payment to architects and contractors, 
enforcement of work schedules and liaison with 
governmental entities that will utilize building 
space. The Committee meets as needed, and its 
schedule varies across projects and often varies 
across different phases of a single project. In 
general, it meets on the second Tuesday of each 
month. 


The activities of the Permanent Building Com 


mittee during 1993 were principally involved with 
the Old Post Road School Addition and Renova- 
tion: 


The contract for construction was awarded in 
December 1992 and construction work started. 
The school was to continue in full operation 
through June, beneficial occupancy of the new 
and renovated spaces was scheduled for school 
opening in September 1993 and final completion 
was scheduled for December. A clerk of the 
works was retained to serve as the Town’s and the 
Committee’s representative working with the 
architect in monitoring the construction. The 
Committee met at least monthly to review prog- 
ress of the construction, compliance with the 
contract and special needs to achieve completion. 
Contractor requisitions for payment and change 
orders were reviewed and processed. School 
administration, staff and parents participated in 
planning and reviews, providing assistance to the 
Committee. The school re-opened in September 
and was completed in December 1993. 


Master Plan Implementation Committee

The Walpole Citizen Action Committee 


(c/o Town Hall) 
Joanne Muti, Chairperson 


As Chairperson of this group, I saw firsthand 
that democracy does indeed work if citizens are 
committed to work hard and make personal 
sacrifices. We organized in August 1987 in 
opposition to a proposed MWRA Sludge Landfill 
in our community. After six years, we were able 
to change a Federal Court Order overseen by 
Federal Judge A. David Mazzone and change the 
direction of the largest public works project in 
the nation. We accomplished this in a multifacet- 
ed way. 


The committee is an incorporated non-profit 
organization, through numerous fundraisers we 
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were able to raise $152,000 that was used to hire 
consultants in the disciplines of geology, hydroge- 
ology, and public health. The committee also 
hired an attorney. More than $80,000 was donat- 
ed to the town, with the remaining $70,00 being 
managed by the committee.Working closely with 
the town’s lobbyist, the committee developed a 
lobbying effort and strategy that twice prevented 
transfer of the proposed parcel of land in South 
Walpole to the project proponent, MWRA, by 
votes of 96-57 and 87-50. We coordinated a group 
of citizen lobbyists who made appointments with 
more than 100 legislators and presented three 
different packages of information. We also educat- 
ed prospective political candidates in several 


different races and gained the support of Gover- 
nor Weld. 


We enlisted support from the local to the 
‘Congressional and Senatorial levels. Last summer, 
Congressman Moakley and Frank, Senators Kenne- 
dy and Kerry met with representatives of the 
White House, Justice Department, and the Nation- 
al Environmental Protection Agency(EPA) Admin- 
istrator to persuade EPA to consider an alternative 
to the Walpole site. All involved were successful 
and at a court hearing on October 1, 1993, Judge 
Mazzone allowed a modification to the court 
ordered Boston Harbor Cleanup and supported an 
out-of-state solution. 


The committee wrote two pieces of legislation, 
state and federal, with the assistance of former 
Senator Chris Lane and Congressman Barney 
Frank. The state legislation mandated that MWRA 
perform further environmental testing at the 
proposed site and the federal legislation prevented 
EPA from discounting an out-of-state alternative 
if a more viable possibility exists. 


We educated and gained the support of several 
environmental groups particularly the Sierra Club, 
which was the first to question the viability of the 
Walpole site. 


This issue was covered by the local media. The 
committee was made available and invited on 
local radio stations and appeared on both local 
programs, such as Greenwatch and national 
programs like Inside Edition. In addition, the 
committee met with editorial boards of many 
newspapers, working closely with reporters. 
Numerous Letters to the Editor were sent by the 
committee. Appearances on local cable stations as 
part of a plan to gain public support and make 
our case too difficult to ignore. 


From a grassroots perspective, the committee 
found that being organized was one of the prima- 
ry keys to achieving success. The committee 
organized a steering committee, comprised of five 
men and three women, who spoke daily and often 
to discuss strategy. Following strategy meetings, 
the committee met with larger groups that often 
numbered well over 50 people. Many of these 
people came to the weekly meetings and volun- 
teered consistently. A phone network of 100 
volunteers was organized and eventually became 
invaluable. Updates, emergency situations, and 
calls for assistance on specific activities were 
relayed through the network by two phone cap- 
tains. The network enabled the committee to 


mobilize quickly and turn out large numbers for 
demonstrations, rallies, pickets, or phone calling, 
letter writing and direct mail campaigns to politi- 
cians involved. 

In addition, the committee spoke with other 
grassroots organizations to gain insight on effec- 
tive strategies and attended a meeting in Wash- 
ington, D.C: that was sponsored by Love Canal 
activist Lois Gibbs. At the meeting in Washing- 
ton, D.C. the committee was able to attend several 
workshops on media, legal, and public relations 
strategies. 

A great number of flyers were circulated 
through the Walpole Public Schools to encourage 
attendance at public hearings, and at two of the 
forums the committee sponsored that usually 
drew a crowd of 500 people or more. 


Several members of the Steering Committee 
became active in town politics. As this committee 
chair, I was appointed to the Board of Health, five 
others became Town Meeting Members, and three 
others were elected to the Water and Sewer 
Commission. The members involved in these other 
areas found it to be very helpful in keeping the 
town focused. 


As a committee we realized that we needed an 
identity, so we created a logo and letterhead with 
the help of a local graphic artist. In addition, we 
had buttons and T-shirts made up that we wore to 
the State House and other events. 


In the end, the committee made the case so 
well known that it became very difficult for all of 
the public agencies to insist on using the Walpole 
site, especially since they had presented an alter- 
native that the MWRA finally chose because the 
site was already permitted, cheaper, and provided 
14 times more disposal capacity than Walpole. 
After a series of meetings with the MWRA, the 
Governor’s staff, Congressman Frank’s and Moak- 
ley’ staff, the committee negotiated a solution 
whereby the MWRA signed a 30-year contract 
with an out-of-state landfill but kept the Walpole 
site in reserve for a period of 25 years. One 
provision of the agreements that the MWRA will 
evaluate its alternative solution every five years 
and can recommend to the court that it give up 
its ownership of the Walpole site. 


What we learned is that it doesn’t take much 
money or any specific training in a scientific 
discipline to effect public policy . It takes common 
sense, research, persistence, and stamina to 
handle all the different crises and players who 
have a stake in the final outcome. 
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Downtown Business Association -

The Downtown Business Association (DBA) 
marked its first complete year of activity in 1993 
with a host of events geared to the community. 
The DBA focused predominately on the children 
of Walpole with events like an Easter Hunt and a 
Trick or Treat promotion that each attracted over 
500 familiés to the Center. In addition, we 
worked closely with the Town to help shape the 
final stages of the Downtown Revitalization. The 
end of the year was highlighted by our 2nd 
Annual Carolling on the Common, which again 
brought together hundreds of Walpole families in 
an old fashion holiday songfest. 


The DBA also worked with other local civic 
groups such as the Walpole Council of Arts, in 
conjunction with the Halloween festivities, the 
Recreation Committee for their Field Day, the 
Walpole Food Pantry with their fund raising and 
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the Friends of the Council on Aging, also on their 
fund raising. 


Looking ahead to 1994, we of course will be 
leading with our strengths. Our 2nd Easter and 
Halloween events should prove even bigger draws 
to Downtown. Additionally, we have plans for a 
Summer Arts Festival in conjunction with other 
community groups. We will self-promote with a 
DBA directory to be distributed to the surrounding 
towns to focus on the services and merchandise 
available in the center. 


Given the apparent turn in the economy and a 
proven track record, we of the DBA look forward 
to serving the community by adding to the eco- 
nomic, social and civic fiber of our Town of 
Walpole. 


Sidewalk Committee

The activity related to Walpole sidewalk repair 
in 1993 was limited to the Center reconstruction 
and providing a few handicap sidewalk accesses. 
Planning for repairing/providing sidewalks for the 


full length of Main Street is ongoing between the 
State, Town and Legislative Representatives with 
the hope that work can commence in the near 
future. 


Industrial Finance & Development Committee

The Industrial Finance & Development Commit- 
tee (WIFDC) and the Walpole Industrial Commis- 
sion (WIC) have the same objectives, with the 
WIFDC alone having responsibility for approval of 
Industrial Revenue Bonds. Both Committees are 
attempting to promote responsible industrial and 
commercial development in Walpole. 


In prior years, Walpole could depend on three 


large corporations and several smaller manufac- 
turers and merchants to provide jobs, community 
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support and tax revenue. We are now in a less 
favorable position and, as a result, there are fewer 
manufacturing jobs in town and less tax revenue 
to support increasing numbers of residential 
properties. 


We have the necessary assets to rebuild our 
industrial and commercial tax base. According to 
a Vacant Sites Survey conducted by the Metropoli- 
tan Area Planning Council (see page A-8 for their 
report), Walpole ranked among the leaders both 


in number of sites and acreage of 101 Greater 
Boston Communities. We have adequate transpor- 
tation, utilities and skilled labor available in town. 
To promote the towns assets to potential develop- 
ers, the WIC is preparing an informational bro- 
chure detailing the significant benefits of locating 
in Walpole. 


The Committee is also attempting to see what 


can be done with vacant and under-utilized 
facilities in town. We are preparing a census of 
these facilities to be made available to companies 
looking for new or additional manufacturing and 
commercial space. 


The Committee meets on the 2nd Tuesday of 
each month at 4:30 PM at the Town Hall. We 
welcome citizens to attend our meeting. 


Pond Management Committee

December 13, 1993 by a motion of the Board of 
Selectmen.

The Norfolk County Selectmen’s Association 
was organized in 1927, and the purpose is, "to 
advance and protect the interests of the towns of 
the County of Norfolk and to draw the members 
together for the exchange of ideas and programs 
to aid mutual cooperation in improving municipal 
government." 


Joanne Damish served on the Executive Board 
of Officers for a number of years and is now the 
Vice President, elected in 1993 at the annual fall 


meeting. Mrs. Damish served for the past two 
years as Treasurer. The Officers and Executive 
Board meet and plan the regular meetings. The 
regular meetings are dinner meetings held in 
different towns with featured speakers dealing 
with subjects that are of interest and service to 
educate the members on issues affecting the 
towns. 


A regular guest is the head of the Massachu- 
setts Municipal Association who brings the mem- 
bership up-to-date on current State budgets and 
legislation impacting our towns. Education 
Reform, public safety, sewer and water rates, 
public transportation, roadways and budgets are 
among the matters of great concern to all mem- 
bers of the Norfolk County Selectmen’s Associa- 
tion.

that must be voted upon by the Board. 


The Board is comprised of selectmen, former 
selectmen and town officials, each of whom 
represent his or her town in Norfolk County. 


Meetings are also participated in by County 
Commissioners, the Norfolk County Sheriff, 
Registrar of Deeds, County Treasurer, State Legis- 
lators, and many other county and town adminis- 
trators and officials, depending on the meeting 
agenda.

There was one permanent full time addition to 
the department in 1993. Kenneth J. Tracy was 
appointed on January 7, 1993. Ken has been a 
member of the call department since 1987. 


The department brought on board nine new 
Call Firefighters after a 60 hour recruit training 
program delivered by Training Coordinator, Carl 
Silvernail assisted by Firefighters Joseph 
Ciancarelli, David Kehoe and Timothy Bailey. The 
nine new call firefighters are: Paul Alberta, Peter 
Armstrong, Paul Barry, Brian Cherella, David 
Emswiler, Douglas King, Paul Lamperti, Walter 
Lind and Ramon Lopez. 


Unfortunately there were two retirements in 
1993. Lieutenant Albert Franklin, Jr., of Company 
II, East Walpole, retired on April 28, 1993 after 34 
years of service. Al started as a Call Firefighter at 
Company II, East Walpole on June 1, 1959. He 
was promoted to Lieutenant of Company II on 
February 8, 1983. Al was a dedicated call firefig- 
hter and will be sorely missed. 


On January 25, 1993, Call Firefighter Jack 
Taylor retired after 42 years of service at Center 
Station. Jack started as a Call Firefighter at 
Company I, on December 1, 1950. Jack has made 
the popcorn for his Night Before the fourth 
Celebration for the past several years. This was 
done voluntarily and took a lot of time and effort. 
Hopefully Jack will still make the popcorn for 
our celebrations in the future. 


Between these two men there is 76 years of 
dedicated and unselfish service. Best wishes to 
both of them on their retirement. 


Emergency medical calls for ambulance service 
in 1993 amounted to 933. The department 


supplied mutual aid ambulance to surrounding 
towns 65 times and received mutual aid 75 times. 


A total of $100,468 was billed through August, 
1993, to date $76,700 has been collected or 76%. 
All monies collected as a result of ambulance 
billing are deposited in the Ambulance Revolving 
Account. The original intent of this account was 
to provide funding for a new ambulance when 
necessary, (five year basis). In recent years this 
account has also been used to cover all expenses 
incurred in operating the ambulance service 
including Fire and Police EMT yearly stipends, 
FY91, $55,250; FY92, $58,013; FY93, $53,080 
and FY94 $58,500. A new ambulance, Wheeled 
Coach is on order replacing our 1983 unit which 
will be delivered in early 1994. The cost is 
$92,500. 


The Advanced Life Support Service operated by 
the Paramedics out of Norwood Hospital 
responded to 481 medical calls compared to 409 
in 1992, and were utilized in 253 incidents this 
year compared to 208 in 1992. 


The department responded to 107 motor vehicle 
accidents, several of which were serious, including 
four fatalities. Boston Med Flight was used six 
times for transport to Boston and was unable to 
respond due to weather conditions on two other 
occasions. 


The department reports a significant increase in 
activity this year, structure fires compared to 13 
in 1992, resulting in a property loss in excess of 
$3,000,000.00. There were 933 ambulance calls 
compared to 789 in 1992, 500 assist ambulance 
calls compared to 372 in 1992, and 107 motor 
vehicle accidents compared to 87 in 1992. The 
Town of Walpole is growing rapidly and the 
demand for services will continue to increase. 


In addition, to the department’s regular training 
sessions, many members continue to attend 
classes and seminars provided by the Academy. 
Firefighter Timothy Bailey attended the National 
Fire Academy in Emmitsburg, Maryland in August 
for a two week course on Fire Investigation. The 
mandatory 24 hours of yearly training in 
Hazardous Materials incidents continued. 
Firefighter Timothy Bailey, member of District 4 
Haz-Mat Incident Control Team, responded to five 
incidents in the district. 


The department again hosted the Annual Night 
Before the 4th celebration for the 36th year, 
which continues to be a well attended and 


received event. The performance put on by the 
Christian Life Center Chorus was a great success. 
We appreciate their generosity and that of all 
those volunteers who devote their time and efforts 
in order to stage this celebration. 


During 1993, the Fire Department continued its 
Public Fire Safety Education Program in the 
schools and the community. This program was 
started many years ago by Lieutenant Ernest 
Manocchio. Unfortunately, Lieutenant Manocchio 
was unable to visit the schools this year. 


Trying to follow in Ernie’s footsteps, Firefighters 
Stephen Smith, John Mattson, David Kehoe, Peter 
Carter and Timothy Bailey visited the schools 
during 1993. All of these firefighters previously 
participated in the Fire Education Safety Program 
with Lt. Manocchio. Ernie has given many years 
of unselfish and dedicated service to this program 
and was sorely missed this year. 


During National Fire Prevention Week, which is 
observed in October, the firefighters visited all 
schools. An outdoor assembly was held at each 
school, consisting of a fire safety lecture and a 
demonstration of the fire truck. This year’s public 
safety slogan was "Get Out and Stay Out". 


Every student was given fire prevention 
information to take home and discuss with their 
parents. The younger students were given 
pictures to color. Many pictures were sent to the 
station after the students colored them and placed 
on display in the reception area. 


Along with Fire Safety talks presented, the 
firefighters gave a brief demonstration of the fire 
truck that was brought to the school. Different 
trucks were brought to the various schools 
depending on the ages of the students. The 
children especially liked the demonstrations put 
on by the firefighters. Every public school was 
visited, as well as Blessed Sacrament, Christian 
Life Center, South Walpole Methodist Church Day 
Care and numerous private day care centers. In 
all, approximately 2800 students were visited. 


Station tours were held for all who were 
interested in coming into the station for a visit. 
Many industrial and commercial concerns were 
also visited and instructed in Fire Safety and the 
use of fire extinguishers. 


The department also hosted a traditional Fire 


Prevention Week Open House attracting several 
hundred visitors, both young and old. The local 
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firefighters, who volunteer their time for Open 
House, conduct numerous demonstrations and 
offer displays the public find of great interest. 
Refreshments, balloons and fire safety literature 
are available for the visitors and children were 
delighted by retired Firefighter David Silvi, who 
performs as "Silky" the Clown. 


Another part of our education program is a 


unique Fire Science Program which is conducted 
for all Sth grade students. The program which 
was developed by Lt. Emest Manocchio many 
years ago, consists of a classroom period during 
which the children learn fire science and how to 
apply the principles to fire safety in their daily 
lives.

The Fire Alarm Division continued with alarm 
box testing and repair, pole line maintenance and 
repair, radio and interstation intercom operations 
and maintenance with daily circuit testing with 
proper record keeping, which is required by law. 


Pole maintenance continues to be a high 
priority as Boston Edison replaces poles as part of 
their ongoing replacement program. 


The Fire Alarm Division has recently completed 
some projects which were done over a period of 
two years. These projects were the two West 
Street Bridges and the Central Business District. 
These projects were accomplished with State 
monies. 


We have also completed the State Project at the 
intersection of Washington Street and High Plain 
Street. 


We have seen a replacement of the Station I 
emergency generator. The old generator was 20+ 
years old and failed to start on a planned power 
failure. This caused the town to rent a generator 
until a new one was purchased. All Fire Alarm 
personnel were trained in the operation and 
maintenance of this new diesel generator. 


We continue to repair two way radios for the 
Fire, D.P.W., Water and Building Maintenance 
Departments and the Animal Control Officer. 


We have installed two new master boxes and 
an additional four street boxes. There are 82 
master boxes and 96 street boxes. This makes a 
total of 178 fire alarm boxes over 115 miles of 
wire maintained by this division. We billed a 
total of 47 master boxes which amounts to 
$11,280.

On April 1st, William Fitzgibbons was promoted 
to Lieutenant and assigned as Patrol Commander 
working 3:00PM to 11:00PM.

Judy was a manager of a small 
business and comes highly qualified.

In September the Chief organized the second 
annual auto glass etching program designed to 
deter car theft. A number of officers, dispatchers 
and civilians volunteered to assist the Chief in this 
program which turned out to be a huge success. 
Over 100 cars had their glass etched with the 
vehicle identification number. This program, 
sponsored by the Governors Auto Theft Task 
Force, is a proven deterrent to car theft and 
reduces auto theft insurance premiums.On Sep- 
tember 10th Officer Robert Ela retired after 29 
years on the Walpole Police Department. 


The department has made a number of physical 
changes to prepare for the much anticipated 
E-9-1-1. Our dispatch area needed to be enlarged 
to fit additional consoles for new radios, phone 
equipment and the like. One wall was removed 
and another is scheduled for removal in 1994. 
One new civilian dispatcher will be hired in April 
1994 and the police department is requesting 
funding to hire one more full-time and one part-- 
time civilian in July 1994. This will enable the 
department to staff a completely professional 
dispatch and keep police officers where their 
needed most, on the street.

tion meetings. Officer Goodwin works closely with 
contractors setting up Police Details to insure the 
safety of workers and to facilitate traffic around 
those construction sites. 


Officer Goodwin comments on traffic issues on 
behalf of the Police Department to the Planning 
Board on all new sub-divisions, and to the Zon- 
ing board of Appeals for the different projects 
before them . He works closely with the Board of 
Selectmen, Engineering Department and the 
Department of Public Works. 


He is responsible for the proper placement and 
posting of all speed limit signs and all other 
traffic related signs within the community. We 
would like to thank Highway Superintendent 
Walter ( Ron ) Preibis and his men who actually 
make some of the signs and erect them. 


Officer Goodwin continues to work closely with 
all the school administration regarding traffic and 
or safety problems in and around their facilities. 
He has spent much time this past year at the Old 
Post Road School helping them get through their 
construction period with the new addition. 


Another responsibility is overseeing the School 
Crossing Guards who do a great job getting our 
youngsters safely across those busy intersections 
and onto school property. We were sad to see 
Frank Guida leave, but happy to see the return of 
Annita Bothwell, to take over Frank’s crossing at 
Main and East Street. We are also happy to 
announce the newest member of our family, 
Anna Butera, who is working at our newest 
crossing at the Old Post Road School.

Detective Division 


1993 was a very productive year for the Detec- 
tive Division. Although there are many goals and 
projects planned for 1994, last year saw many 


projects and investigations successfully accom- 
plished. 


As Chief, I hold monthly "in-house" meetings 
with my Detectives to update certain expectations 
and to receive updates on various investigations. 


In addition to specialized training, all the 
Detectives completed their week of in-service 
training. 


Detective Donahue continues to work closely 
with the Department of Social Services investigat- 
ing sexual assault incidents in Walpole. 


I remain active as the Department’s designated 
"Civil Rights Officer." I attend various civil rights 
and hate crime seminars. 


During 1993 there were numerous drug arrests 
and search warrants executed. All our Detectives 
work together during these investigations, howev- 
er, Detective Bausch is the primary Drug Enforce- 
ment Officer. 


We continue our participation as members of 
an 11 area town Detective Association, known as 
the Norfolk County Detective Association. Re- 
sources are partially funded with grant money 
that is used primarily for a pool of investigative 
equipment. Myself and Detective Bausch, who is 
the primary drug investigator , attend regular 
association meetings. Det. Bausch is responsible 
for keeping statistical data on all drug arrests and 
statistics on types and amounts of drugs seized. 
This data is compiled for grant renewal applica- 
tion purposes. We have assisted Detectives in 
area towns in various drug investigations as well 
as search warrant executions.

Our Detectives are members of the New Eng- 
land State Police Information Network (NESPIN). 
This agency is a clearing house of information 
and investigatory resources made available to all 
members. 


We attend monthly area Detective meetings 
with Detectives from area towns. Information is 
shared at these meetings and cases are often 
solved right at the meeting. 


Last year’s report to you included goals for 
1993. Those goals included: 


a) Establishing a telephone tip line. - This was 
done with a private telephone number and an- 
swering machine with restricted access. 


b) Sending a Detective to advanced arson investi- 
gator school. - In October, Det. Donahue attend- 
ed this school sponsored by ATF and held in 
Braintree. 


c) Sending a Detective to evidence handling class 
and crime scene maintenance. - In May, Det. 
Burke and Donahue went to Agawam and attend- 
ed this class. 


d) Implementing a crime prevention program. 

- In January, I researched this area and met with 
crime prevention officers from other towns. I 
contacted the Mass Crime Prevention Officer’s 
Association in Boston for guidance and assistance 
with this program. Ptl. Leland attended a two 
week crime prevention officers school and Det. 
Burke and he have been attending monthly meet- 
ings. They both speak to victims of crimes and 
conduct security surveys. In addition, they have 
spoken to community groups and been active in 
developing methods of reducing crime in the 
community. 


e) Develop a policy of mandatory victim contact 
within a reasonable amount of time from the 
crime. This is to inform the victim as to exactly 
what is or is not being done with regard to their 
investigation. This has been done with great

success and has been a boost for community 
relations with the Police Department. 


In addition to the schooling mentioned above, 
there has been other training by members of this 
unit. 


In April, I attended a 3 day seminar sponsored 
by the University of Delaware at the Worcester 
Police Department entitled, "Managing your 
Detective Unit." 


In May, Det. Donahue attended a week long 
course in Child Abuse sponsored by the Federal 
Government. 


Det. Burke attended a class in credit card fraud 
sponsored by the Warwick RI Police Department. 


Det. Bausch has been active in area drug en- 
forcement seminars and meetings. 


With the assistance of Ptl. Scanzio, we have two 
newly painted unmarked vehicles that were 
formerly marked units. 


New emergency blue strobe lights and flashing 
rear lights have been installed in each unmarked 
vehicle. 


In addition to the above training, we have pur- 
chased a number of items from our drug forfeiture 
account. Some of these include the following: 


a) a new “inkless” fingerprint system used for 
latent 10 print cards. This system has increased 
the quality of fingerprints taken of persons in 
custody. 


b) a new paper shredder for improving the 
security of disposed paperwork 


The murder investigation necessitated my 
almost exclusive attention since early fall and as 
a result, not all of my 1993 goals were accom- 
plished. 

Goals for 1994 


There are a number of goals I have established 
to accomplish in the upcoming year. Aside from

a number of important impending criminal inves- 
tigations that I want to seé resolved, there are 
many other changes I want to implement: 


a) To add a cellular telephone to two of the 
unmarked Detective vehicles. 


b) To add a mobile data terminal to two of the 
unmarked Detective vehicles. 


c) To begin a study of a "graphic imaging" 
system coupled with the upgrading of a personal 
computer with CD ROM drive. This equipment 
would be coupled with provisions in the booking 
area for computer "mug shots" to be taken and 
stored. 


d) To send the members of the Detective Division 
to a class on Interview and Interrogation and also 
a refresher course in Evidence Handling and 
Storage. 


e) To fine-tune the present Crime Prevention area 
to include better accountability of victim followup 
and security surveys. 


Drug Abuse Resistance Education 


This past September, the D.A.R.E. Program 
began its second year in the Walpole School 
System. Approximately 350 fifth grade students 
from the Johnson Middle School, the Bird Middle 
School and the Blessed Sacrament School received 
their D.A.R.E. Graduation Certificate in December. 


Beginning in January, 1994, an introductory 
D.A.R.E. and Safety Program will begin at the 
fourth grade level along with a six week refresher 
course for the sixth grade. 


All sectors of the community became involved 
in D.A.R.E. Civic organizations, businesses and 
private citizens played a major role in the success 
of the program. Lorusso & Sons donated a 1980 
Corvette Sting Ray to the D.A.R.E. Program giving 
Walpole one of the best D.A.R.E. vehicles in the 
country. McDonald’s restaurant, on Main Street, 
sponsored a D.A.R.E. Day that was a success. 
Attorney Jack Connors of Cable Television’s "You 
Have a Right!" aired two programs regarding the 
D.A.R.E.curriculum in the school system and the 
community.

Animal Control Officer : 


(Town Hall 660-7327)

The Animal Control Officer, appointed by the 
Selectmen, is charged with the responsibility of 
enforcing the rules and by-laws concerning dogs 
and warm blooded animals and the licensing of 
all dogs in the Town. All dogs older than 6 
months must be licensed every year, starting 
January 1. Owners of all unlicensed dogs over 6 
months are subject to a fine. The licensing 
requires proof of rabies vaccination. After May 1, 
a late fee is charged. 


Please be aware that wildlife in Walpole has 
rabies. On December 28, 1993 a sick raccoon was 
sent to the State lab for testing and was tested 
positive for rabies. This is a common problem 
with all surrounding towns. Rabies is a virus that 
affects the nervous system. If left untreated, it is 
always fatal. 


Rabies is spread through a bite or a scratch 
from an infected animal. Protection for yourself 
and family can be achieved by observing some 
precautions: 

* Vaccinate your cats and dogs for rabies. 

* Keep your pets restrained at all times. Dogs and 
cats that come in contact with raccoons may be 
bitten or scratched. Loose dogs and cats can 
bring the rabies virus into the home. 

*Feed pets indoors and do not leave pet food 
outside. 

*Secure your food and garbage so animals will 
not have access to it. 


*Place trash outside the same day that it is to be 
picked up. 

*Cap chimneys with screens. 

*Seal openings in attics, basements, porches, 
sheds and barns. 


If you have contact with an animal suspected of 
being rabid, contact the Health Department, 
Police Department or Animal Control Officer. If 
you need more information, it will be provided by 
this office. The high risk animals are raccoons, 
foxes, skunks, woodchucks and bats. In light of 
the rabies epizootic, some amount of spillover will 
occur in ordinarily low risk animals. Please keep 
your cats in the house and do not let your dogs 
run loose. This will protect your pets as well as 
your family from the virus.

Walpole Civil Defense is comprised of a small 
group of dedicated volunteers. In reality, we are 
a unit in training for a major emergency. 


Our organization operates under the guidance 
of the Massachusetts Emergency Management 
Agency and receives legal authority from the 
Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 639 of the Acts 
of 1950 and Amendments. The legislation is often 
referred to as the Civil Defense Acts of 1950. The 
Acts are directly traceable to Federal legislation. 
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Federal, State and local organizations all work 
toward the general concept of Emergency Man- 
agement and today, in keeping with our ever 
changing times and mission, our organization 
encompasses the total Emergency Management 
concept. 


The primary mission of our organization is 
much like that of the Federal and State organiza- 
tions - to assist in the mitigation of all types of 
disasters. On the local level, organizations are 


structured for community needs and require- 
ments, the desires of public safety officials and 
the interests of the local volunteer staff. In 
Walpole, your Emergency Management (Civil 
Defense group) consists primarily of Auxiliary 
Police, Communications, and Rescue. 


During the past year we have attended numer- 
ous Emergency Management seminars including 
EM 2000, a program looking at the future role of 
Emergency Management and how it must change 
with the future, Earthquake planning and mitiga- 
tion, hurricane, and other area wide seminars. 


Of particular interest is the enthusiasm over the 
proposed updates of the Civil Defense legislation. 
By all indications the proposed changes to the 
general laws should make it easier to recruit and 
train volunteers. 


Walpole Emergency Management is always 
looking for good people who can assist in the 
day-to-day operation of the organization or who 
will join the group of dedicated people who 
volunteer during the time of need. If you are that 
special person interested in public safety and have 
a wide range of interests, will devote the time and 
effort and are otherwise eligible, you will receive 
a wide range of training. This training will 
include CPR on an annual basis, first aid, radiolo- 
gical monitoring, shelter management, search and 
rescue, hazardous materials, public safety issues, 
crowd control, communications and a wide range 
of disaster related subjects. You may also be 
eligible to attend other seminars and programs. 
Currently the organization is recruiting and will 
be training persons in shelter management, winter 
rescue, and communications. 


Your Auxiliary Police unit, under the direction 
and control of the Walpole Police Department, 
receives training in the classroom and participates 
in numerous town functions such as Night Before 
the Fourth, Village Fair, road races and the like. 
The communications group is primarily made up 
of FCC licensed Radio Amateurs and persons with 
the appropriate professional and technical skills. 
The group continues to keep up local and long-- 
distance communications equipment, participation 


in communication exercises on the state and local 
level and is developing new skills in the area of 
digital communications. The Rescue group 
consists of Massachusetts Certified, Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMT). Our EMT’s continue 
to maintain their certification, conduct or assist in 
CPR and First Responder Courses and participate 
along with the auxiliary unit. Other Emergency 
Management activities include working on the 
Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan for 
the town, allocating Radiological Monitoring 
Equipment, maintaining the eligibility of the town 
for federal funding as a result of a disaster, 
working on SARA plans and the coordinating of 
the volunteer effort during time of disaster. 


Your Emergency Management organization is 
active during a declared emergency or in anticipa- 
tion of such a condition, such as a winter storm 
or hurricane. During this time, the organization 
maintains a degree of operational status depend- 
ing upon circumstances. It is in continuous 
contact with town departments and maintains 
two-way radio communication with our counter- 
parts at the state EMA area headquarters in 
Bridgewater. 


Walpole Emergency Management is working 
closely with the Northern Bristol-Norfolk Chapter 
of the American Red Cross, in establishing a local 
and regional shelter program. 


In behalf of the town, we wish to express our 
sincere appreciation to not only our loyal, regular 
members who have given so much, but to that 
very special group of people who always call to 
volunteer and assist during the time of emergency 
or the threat of an emergency. 


I fully believe that the only way any of us will 
be able to survive during the time of need is ina 
coordinated effort of neighbor helping neighbor.

1993 was another extremely busy and produc- 
tive year for the Board of Health and Health 
Department. They continue in their efforts to 
promote good public health, prevent disease, and 
protect the environment. 


The Board wishes to express their thanks to 
former members Joanne Muti, Susan Fitzgerald, 
and Robert Starr for their unselfish dedication 
and energy while serving on the Board. The 
Board would like to welcome back an associate 
member who is now a member of the Board, 
Joseph Hughes. We also welcome new members 
Shoukry Boulos, Dr. Smith (associate), and David 
Wyman (associate) to the Board. This year Mary 
Dolan-Ciapciak served as chairperson and Charles 
Jones served as clerk. Ted Maloney is also a 
member of the Board. The Health Department 
has a fine and competent staff. They include 
Robin Chapell (Health Agent), Linda Shea (Depu- 
ty Health Agent), Gail Nixon (Sanitarian), and 
Patricia O’Connell (Administrative Secretary). 
Collectively, the Board and staff provide valuable 
knowledge and professionalism to the town. 


We've been extremely busy this year with lots 
of varied activities. The Department moved to a 
bigger and brighter office at Town Hall, room 
127. Ms. Cerqua was the winner of our Walpole 
Stop Smoking Contest. The contest was co-spon- 
sored by the Walpole Board of Health and the 
American Lung Association. She won a $75 gift 
certificate to the "99" Restaurant. Speaking of 
stop smoking, the Town of Walpole, collectively, 
with the Towns of Canton, Foxboro, and Norwood 
received a $130,000 grant from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for tobacco control 
programs. The Town of Walpole will be the lead 
community in this collaborative. 


This year we had a very successful mini house- 
hold hazardous waste collection day. 2000 
gallons of paint, over 800 tires, 1000 gallons of 
oil, antifreeze, oil filters, and car batteries were 
collected. 


This year, the Health Department concentrated 
its educational efforts on preventing lead poison- 
ing. Linda Shea organized a display at the Li- 
brary. The group also ran a pool seminar with 
other nearby town health departments to educate 
managers and lifeguards of semi-private pools 
with the goal of providing better safety, sanitation 
of pool care, and awareness for the users in these 
communities. 


The Board of Health reviewed and changed its 
fees for Retail Food licenses. They also passed 
Floor Drain Regulations, which the office staff has 
been busy inforcing. The Board also discussed 
the ever growing geese problem in Walpole. 


Rabies is a growing concern for this Depart- 
ment. 1993 saw its first case of rabies in Massa- 
chusetts (foxes, skunks, and raccoons). This 
office continued to promote pet vaccination (dogs 
and cats), sponsored a rabies clinic in April (Dr. 
Goodband vaccinated 80 dogs and 119 cats), held 
a rabies quiz show on Walpole Cable and promot- 
ed rabies awareness. 


The Board and office was anticipating new Title 
5 (septic system regulations) in 1993 after we 
received draft regulations. However, after a 
public comment period State officials decided to 
hold off on them. We received a lot of concerned 
calls from residents and prospective new home 
owners. 


The Board continues to review Notice of In- 
tents, as well as preliminary and definitive plans. 
In addition, the Board oversees groundwater 
monitoring programs, a mandatory sewer hook up 
program, an underground storage tank program 
and a toxic and hazardous materials program. 


Our department also provides Right-to-Know 

Training for Municipal employees. We also 
routinely inspect all asbestos building materials in 
the schools to make sure integrity is maintained 
to ensure the safety of all occupants of the school 
buildings. 
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The Walpole Board of Health was able to fund 
SCNARC, Norfolk Mental Health, Center for 
Community Counselling and Education, and the 
Walpole Visiting Nurse Association. Further, the 
Board, under contract with the State, provides a 
wide variety of biological supplies including 
vaccines and diagnostic test kits to Walpole 
physicians, the School Department, pediatric 
clinics and industrial medical departments. 


The health department makes every effort to 
investigate all legitimate complaints. Follow up 
action varies from the issuance of orders, and 
ticketing to taking court action. 


The first step in the control of 10 communica- 
ble diseases is rapid identification followed by 
prompt notifications of the local health authority 
by the medical profession. Reporting of these 
diseases is required by law and essential in order 
for appropriate control measures to be implim- 
ented should the situation warrant such action.

The Walpole Area VNA (WAVNA) has had a 
slowing of the tremendous visit growth of the last 
four years, with only increases in visits in 1993 
being in the area of home health aides. The 
agency is in excellent fiscal shape. Costs have 
remained among the lowest in the state. The 
WAVNA continues to have excellent availability of 
staff. WAVNA has been able to recruit therapy 
staff to meet patient needs at a time when many 
hospitals and other VNAs are forced to establish 
waiting lists. Also, there is no waiting list for 
home health aide services. 


Supervisors and staff continue to take pride in 
their ability to be responsive to customer needs. 
As a result, requests from outlying communities to 
provide services are on the increase. 


The office, located at 55 West Street has two 
office treatment rooms, a pleasant waiting area, 
and a large and comfortable classroom. The 
classroom is an excellent area for childbirth 
education classes, other classes and educational 
programs. There is ample parking with two 
spaces reserved specifically for our office patients. 
The building itself, is handicap accessible. 


In addition to established services, WAVNA in- 
creased its offerings of childbirth education 
classes, breast-feeding classes, prenatal and 
postnatal exercise classes, and cholesterol screen- 
ing. The Infant/Toddler Safety and CPR Certifica- 
tion has been very popular, especially with new 
parents. A new breast feeding hot line was 
established in late fall. Office hours are held 
daily, Monday through Friday. 


The Mental Health Program started in Novem- 
ber of 1991 and continues to expand. This 
program offers psychiatric nursing care to clients 
with mental health problems who are having 
difficulty coping and are unable to access existing 
services. All ages of the population are served. 
Working under the plan of care provided by the 
referring physician or psychiatrist, the VNA psy- 
chiatric nurse establishes a care plan based on 
patient mental and physical health needs, partici- 
pates with the VNA interdisciplinary team to 
provide total patient care, promote mental health 
education and the prevention of mental illness, 
and communicates regularly with the physician 
regarding patient condition and progress. 


WAVNA continues to provide programs in 
health promotion to all age groups in addition to 
traditional home health services. The four major 
components of the Health Promotion Program are: 


1. Health Maintenance for the Elderly - Promotion 
of good health and maximum functioning for all 
residents over 60 years of age. Elderly residents 
who are home-bound and have multiple chronic 
illnesses or conditions, but do not qualify for 
skilled care in the Home Health Program are seen 
on a periodic basis by a nurse at home. The goal 
of this program is to assess changes in physical 
condition, prevent complications and prevent 
unnecessary hospitalizations. Ambulatory resi- 
dents are seen at the office for physical assess- 
ment and health counseling or at Senior Citizen 
Clinics held on the first Monday of the month. In 
addition to offering these services at the Walpole 
Town Hall, on the second Tuesday of every month 
they are also held at Diamond Pond Terrace and 
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the third Friday of every month at Neponset. 


2. Maternal / Child Health - Promotion of the 
health and stability of the family during the 
periods of reproductive maturation, pregnancy, 
childbirth, the postpartum period and the child 
rearing years. Services are provided by a mater- 
nal child health nurse specialist through home 
visits. Infant car seats are available for rental. 


3. Communicable Disease - Prevention and control 
of communicable disease through case-finding and 
education and provision of follow-up care consis- 
tent with public health practice. In addition to 
following up on reportable diseases through home 
visits or telephone consultations, the VNA pro- 
vides vaccinations and various tests during office 
hours. 


4. Public Health - Promotion of good health 
awareness for the prevention of serious illness. 
Periodic cholesterol, hypertension, and diabetes 
screening are held. In 1993, the VNA conducted 
bodyfat testing at the Walpole Village Fair. The 
annual flu clinic was held in November, with 
record turnout.

6. Respite Care in Walpole families’ homes, 
plus afterschool, weekend, and summer camp 
programs for Walpole children;

The major programs of the Norfolk Mental 
Health Association available to Walpole residents 
are: 


CUTLER COUNSELING CENTER has a fully 
licensed staff of social workers, psychologists and 
psychiatrists bringing together a rich variety of 
skills and experience to provide a wide range of 
services to children, adolescents, and adults of all 
ages. In order to be most responsive to individual 
needs and community concerns, Cutler Center is 
organized into specialized programs offering 
services in the following areas: Intake and Emer- 
gency; Family and Children; Alcohol and Sub- 
stance Abuse; Chronic Care; Psychiatry; Adult; 
Senior Care; Psychological Testing; Assertiveness 
Training; Separation and Divorce; Families of 


Substance Abusers; Court Supported Programs, 
such as Domestic Violence, Supervised Visitation 
and Mediation Services. In the Alcohol and 
Substance Abuse Program, a significant affiliation 
has been forged with NORCAP Center providing 
a most comprehensive approach to the treatment 
of substance abuse. Each program offers special- 
ized groups and services, such as the Parent-Tod- 
dler Program, an educational and supportive 
experience for parents and their children from 
birth to age 3; and the Gym Program, a unique 
blend of counseling and physical activity for 
children between the ages of 5 and 15. 


Other Programs include the Widowed Lifeline 
offering comfort, understanding, and friendship to 
men and women at any stage of widowhood; 
HIRE Enterprises, a sheltered vocational rehabili- 
tation facility for people with emotional, develop- 
mental or physical handicaps. Programs include 
diagnostic evaluations, electronic skill training, 
work adjustment training and counseling, shel- 
tered, long-term employment, and transitional 
employment and job placement; Enhance Pro- 
gram, a pre-school program designed to meet the 
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needs of children ages 3-4. The hands on learn- 
ing environment will stimulate and enhance the 
child’s physical, social, intellectual and emotional- 
growth; New Beginnings, an educational/support 
program for parents and their children, birth to 
one year; and Positive Parenting, a program 
which helps parents develop positive attitudes and 
skills; Community Education Programs: the staff 
of Cutler Center is available to provide talks, 
workshops and consultation on a wide variety of 
mental health related topics. These services are 
available to community agencies, civic organiza- 
tions, business and industry, schools and the court 
system. In addition, community education pro- 
grams on such topics as stress management, 
assertiveness training and clinical issues are held 
periodically throughout the year. 


Cutler Counseling Center currently has offices 
in Norwood and Wrentham with the Wrentham 
office providing the full range of services offered 


by the Norwood Office. 

During Fiscal Year 1993, Cutler Center provided 
direct services to approximately 273 people from 
Walpole. The direct value of these services was 
$154,188 of which the town of Walpole allocated 
$4,384.00. 


In the past year, people from Walpole who 
came to us for assistance were often referred by 
friends, neighbors, family, clergy, school, physi- 
cians, or community agencies. The most common 
requests for help concerned such problems as 
depression and anxiety, difficulties in marriage or 
family relations, school or behavior related prob- 
lems, and acute or chronic mental illness. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association’s Board 
of Directors includes John Sheehan and Susan 
Maguire from Walpole.

Self Help, Inc. is greater Brockton and 
Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to 
improving the quality of life of limited income 
individuals and families, and making all segments 
of the community responsive to the needs of 
limited income, disadvantaged and minority 
populations. 


During the program year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1993, Self Help received a total funding of 
approximately $9,000,000 and provided direct 
services to 44,268 limited income households. 


In Walpole, 220 households received 
direct services totalling $77,285 during the pro- 
gram year 1993. 


The total funding of $9,087,092 does not 


tell the real value of human services delivered to 
the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding helped 
us mobilize an additional $2,509,530 of other 
community resources such as contributions from 
the towns, volunteers and private donations. The 
gross value of Self Help during the past program 
year was $11,596,622. 


Self Help currently employs 215 individu- 
als, many of whom are of limited income and 
minorities. 


We feel that the program year October 1, 
1992 through September 30, 1993 was successful 
and very helpful to our limited income popula- 
tion. We thank the Board of Selectmen and the 
many volunteers for making our year a success.

The presence of mosquitos in the environment 
may provide a spectrum of problems, ranging 
from sheer nuisance to a public health hazard. In 
the vast majority of cases, it is the nuisance 
component that serves as the greatest source of 
public complaint. Of the various diseases known 
to be communicated by mosquitos, Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) is the only currently known 
disease that is transmitted by mosquitoes in New 
England. Although the incidence of EEE in Massa- 
chusetts is exceedingly rare (71 clinically con- 
firmed human cases between 1934 - 1990), this 
should not minimize our concern about the 
disease. Approximately one-half of the cases 
succumb during the acute phase of the illness, the 
majority of the remainder suffer permanent severe 
neurological impairments. Successful management 
of the nuisance component should also handle the 
public health component. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Committee is strongly in favor of an inte- 
grated pest management (IPM) approach and 
recommends a long term goal that would: (a) 
attempt to provide more effective control of the 
mosquito population; and (b) reduce the amount 
of chemical adulticides employed, striving to ulti- 
mately eliminate its routine usage. It is our belief 
that through the effective control of nuisance 
mosquitoes, one would also effectively reduce the 
environmental reservoir of EEE and reduce the 
risk of human infection. Successful implementa- 
tion of our proposals requires the understanding 
and cooperation on the part of the citizenry of 
Walpole. 


A. Source Reduction. Source reduction will 
continue with the cooperative effort between 
Conservation Commission, Department of Public 
Works, Board of Health and Norfolk County Mos-

quito Control District. 


B. Larviciding with Bti. It should be emphasized 
that larviciding, using environmentally sensitive 
Bti, as a means of mosquito control, is a strategy 
that has been adopted by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for EEE control. 


As this method becomes more effective, larvicid- 
ing with granular pellets (or liquid) of Bti to 
control mosquito populations at the larval (an 
environmentally sensitive approach), rather than 
adult stage, should be the primary method of 
mosquito control. The indicator for when to spray 
should be following a "heavy" rain (i.e., a rain 
that is sufficient to result in the amount of ground 
water equivalent to one inch above soil saturation 
level) in conjunction with larval dip test surveil- 
lance, (an average of one larvae per dip over 
twenty (20) dips per site). 


Since it is unlikely that all of Walpole’s 987 
acres of "wet lands" would be re-flooded and be a 
habitat for bridge vector mosquitoes at the same 
time,the area of actual spraying could be reduced. 
Aerial spraying of pellet Bti at 8 pounds per acre 
would cost approximately $26.25 per acre (in- 
cludes cost of aircraft) or $26,000 for 987 acres. 


Note, this rate for aerial spraying assumes that 
there would be more than one town being 
sprayed as it would be much more expensive if 
only Walpole’s acres were involved. If other towns 
would agree to join us in such spraying, the 
overall rate could actually be less. 


Depending upon when the first spraying was 
carried out, larviciding could reduce substantially 
the biolevel of Aedes vexans, which the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health considers as 
one of the prime bridge vectors for EEE (between 
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humans and birds) as well as being a significant 
nuisance mosquito. Note, the period of circulating 
virus (infectivity) in birds is very brief (two to 
three days), after which immunity develops and 
the bird is no longer infective, hence, a low level 
of Aedes. Vexans will further reduce the likeli- 
hood of virus amplification. 


C. Adulticiding with Resmethrin. Aldulticiding 
with Resmethrin via truck fogging should be 
reduced proportionately only as an improved 
larval program becomes more effective. 


A complete study report is available at the 
Board of Health office.

Walpole’s New Recycle Truck 


In 1993, Walpole recycled 1175 tons of newspa- 
per, glass, metal and plastic at curbside. In 
March, through cooperation with NYNEX, BFI and 
Northshore Paper we were able to recycle old 
telephone books. This September, the elementary 
and middle schools were given the opportunity to 
start a milk carton/juice box recycling program in 
their schools. 


The State Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion awarded Walpole with a recycling truck to 
share with the towns of Foxboro and Franklin to 
help us with our recycling programs. In addition, 
Walpole also received 500 replacement recycling 
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bins for new residents. 


The Town of Walpole continues to be an active 
member of the Millis Consortium. This year, the 
Consortium received many bids for marketing and 
receiving the Consortium’s recyclables. The Millis 
Consortium recommended that the communities 
sign contracts with Prins Recycling Center in 
Charlestown. They offered the best price and 
choice of programs. 


The Recycling Committee and Health Depart- 
ment continue to promote many recycling pro- 
grams in town (including compost and Christmas 


tree recycling). Our new recycling truck accom- 
panied by recycling committee members visited 
many of our schools to promote recycling. The 
Recycling Committee presented a recycling award 


to New Pond Village for initiating a comprehen- 
sive recycling program. Residents can pick up 
recycling calendars and instructions at the Health 
Department.

The Housing Authority office is open from 9:00 
A.M. to 4:30 P.M., Monday - Friday. The Commis- 
sioners meet at 7:30 P.M. on the first Monday of 
each month. 


The Authority manages 130 units of state-aided 
housing, 118 for elderly/handicapped and 12 
units for families. In addition, they also adminis- 
ter two leased housing programs, a small State 
aided program and a larger (94 units) Federally 


assisted program. These programs subsidize the 
rents of participants in apartments located in the 
private sector. Any questions regarding a need for 
assistance should be directed to the administrative 
staff at 668-7878. 


In 1993, the Authority issued 25 new Section 8 
Certificates. The waiting list was opened in April 
and closed in December. During the eight 
months, the waiting list was open, more than 450 
applications were processed. The closed waiting 
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list means that no new applications may be 
accepted, however, a lengthy list of applications 
remain. 


Also in 1993, the Authority purchased a three 
family house on Pemberton Street that will be 
converted into three staffed apartments for eight 
people. This is being done with funds from a 
grant from the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development and in conjunction with the 
Department of Mental Health. This project has 
been in the system for five years. The Authority 


searched initially for a site upon which to build a 
home. Having no success in the search, they the 
began to look for existing buildings to rehab. The 
site search was done in compliance with the 
Uniform Procurement Act - a public process. It is 
hoped that the units will be completed and 
occupied in 1994. 


The Authority would like to express its on - 
going appreciation to the many town boards and 
departments who assisted us and our tenants 
throughout the year.

The council on aging continues to provide 
services and programs to that portion of the 
Town’s population which shows the greatest 
increase. Currently, in Walpole, we have 3,878 
persons designated as senior citizens. Locally and 
nationally, those classified as elders make up the 
fastest growing segment of our society. 


The Council on Aging was established by the 
Town of Walpole on April 28, 1969 in response to 
the legal mandate of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts created by Chapter 495 of the Acts 
of 1956 and made part of the General Laws 
Section 8B of Chapter 40. The Council on Aging 
is an agent of town government and operates 
according to Council on Aging by-laws. 


The philosophy of the Council is to promote 
wellness and independent living. It is our goal to 
respond to the needs and wishes of those we 
serve. Toward this end we encourage participa- 
tion and offer a variety of programs. 


Functioning within the Council on Aging frame- 


work are two other organizations: (1) the Senior 
Citizens Club providing a great many social

activities and (2) The Friends of the Walpole 
Council on Aging, Inc. The latter organization 
was founded in 1979 under the leadership of Mae 
Harrington with the original purpose being to 
provide a bulk mailing rate for the Council’s 
monthly newsletter. 


Since 1979, the function of the "Friends" group 
has greatly expanded to include spearheading two 
van fund raising drives, purchasing and maintain- 
ing an automobile for medical appointments, 
organizing trips, and in 1991 funding the pro- 
gram portion of the Council on Aging budget. 


In 1992, the "Friends" group, with the assis- 
tance of several local builder/contractors, made 
plans to institute a Home Repair Assistance 
Program that was implemented in 1993. In an 
effort to create an ongoing fund raising mecha- 
nism and with the counsel of our volunteer 
advisors, Walt Tillinghast and John Connor, along 
with the generosity of Guy Giampapa of Walpole 
Cable TV, and Martha Gallacher, plans were 
developed for a Telethon held on March 21, 1993. 
Over $24,000 was raised with the proceeds being 
used to completely refurbish the Senior Citizen 


Center renamed The Aurelia M. Newell Center in 
October at a gala reception. The Home Repair 
Assistance program has been implemented thanks 
to Bill Maloney, Richard Bruno and Conchita 
Guyer. Through the cooperative assistance of the 
New Pond Village maintenance staff, the program 
will be expanded in 1994. 


A wide range of activities and services is avail- 
able to Walpole’s senior citizens including: an 
active walking club, line dancing classes and 
fitness programs, whist parties, day trips, craft 
classes, various health clinics and medical screen- 
ing under the auspices of the VNA and/or area 
professionals. Additionally, senior citizens have 
available: transportation provided by a 20 passen- 
ger mini-bus and HEESCO, a monthly newsletter, 
a nutrition program and home delivered meals 
provided through HEESCO, funded by the Older 
Americans Act, as well as seasonal fuel assistance 
and surplus commodities. 


One area of the Council on Aging that we are 
most proud is our Outreach Program under the 
direction of Mrs. Conchita Geyer. This program 
carefully carryies out the challenging tasks of 
providing for the needs of Walpole’s homebound 
and frail elderly, she has with professionalism and 
compassion brought together elderly individuals 
and a variety of community services. She also 


brings continuity into the lives of Walpole’s 
elderly in nursing homes and hospitals and at- 
tempts to coordinate the requests for services 
from the families of the elderly. 


Walpole is recognized for having one of the 
most successful Councils on Aging. Credit goes to 
an active Senior Club, involved Council Members 
(7 regular and 11 associate members), an active 
"Friends" group, and extraordinarily caring atti- 
tude of full time director, Barbara Coghlan. The 
Council is the beneficiary of an enormously active 
volunteer force, which in 1993 amounted to 
16,440 hours. If this were to be given a monetary 
equivalent, it would amount to $90,225. 


The population served by the Council on Aging 
is unique, not only due to its longevity, but also 
because most remain taxpayers in the community 
and subsidize their own services. Currently, 
Walpole senior citizens ar paying over $20,000,- 
000 in taxes. These funds in combination with 
the funds paid for programs by the "Friends" make 
the Council on Aging a very cost effective pro- 


gram. 


To all who support the Council on Aging 
in many ways, we extend our sincere apprecia- 
tion, and remind everyone that the Elders of 
Walpole are the backbone of the community.

Prior to June 1993, Dominic Baldassari, Recre- 
ation Director, retired from his position after 25 
years of service. As of June 9, 1993, a new 
Director, Daryl Ann Brazo replaced Mr. Baldassari. 
In keeping with the tradition of the department, 
the director assumes all responsibility for the 
planning, organization and implementation of 
leisure time activities for all residents of Walpole. 
Working in cooperation with the Superintendent 
of Parks, Recreation and Cemeteries, the director 
learns the policies, rules and regulations of the 
recreation department as well as the operation of 
all town departments. 


Relationships between all department employ- 


ees and the Recreation Director are established to 
develop a comprehensive leisure services/parks 
and recreation program. 


During the months of June and July, the munic- 
ipal swim program took shape. A new Aquatic 
Director, Amanda Boyd, was hired to organize 
swimming lessons and supervise a staff of ten 
instructors and lifeguards. The two swimming 
pools in town are located at School and Stone 
Streets (Center Pool) and behind the Boyden 
School in South Walpole (South Pool). Two part 
time pool maintenance employees were hired to 
assist with the cleaning and filtration of pools. 
Red Cross swimming lessons are given in the 
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mornings during the week from 9 to 1 PM (from 
tiny tots to lifeguard training) and public swim- 
ming is held from 1 to 5 PM daily Monday-Sun- 
day. On occasion, the South Pool is open until 7 
PM during the excessive heat. 


Other summer programs include golf lessons, 
tennis lessons, girls softball, boys and girls la- 
crosse and baseball. Private organizations take 
the responsibility of administrating activities such 
as baseball, soccer and Pop Warner football. 


The first annual Field Day was held on August 
22 at the Town Hall Field Complex behind the 
building on Stone Field. Events at the field day 
included a DJ, dunk tank, food and refreshments, 
sports demonstrations, hoop shots, field events, 
face painting, line dancing, music tot programs, 
orbitron and tug-of-war. 


A Fall Recreation Activities Newsletter was 
distributed to all public schools in Walpole. New 
programs added to the roster are rock climbing 
and repelling, seasonal crafts, ballet and tap, 
gymnastics, golf, mom and tot crafts, country 
western dance, aerobics, pine cone baskets and a 
Halloween parade with trick or treating. 


Turner’s ice skating lodge opened on Monday, 
December 27, and lodge attendant Robert Good- 
now, began cleaning and preparing the building 
for the onslaught of skaters and hockey players. 
Lodge tags are sold at the lodge and the Recre 


ation Office so skaters can_use the facilities at the 
lodge or to purchase small refreshment items such 
as cookies and hot chocolate. A recreation revolv- 
ing account was passed at the Fall Town Meeting 
to allow for collections and disbursements for all 
new programs. 


Blackburn Memorial Hall remains heavily 
occupied by different groups renting the space for 
their activities. Boy Scouts, square dancing, youth 
connection dances and youth sports registrations 
are some of the activities taking place at the Hall. 


The department sponsors trips to Boston for 
various activities e.g. a trip to see the musical 
"Forever Plaid," which included lunch. Other trips 
are being planned on a seasonal basis. The 
residents also enjoy trips to see the Pawtucket 
Red Sox during the baseball season. 


Recreation programs planned for 1994 include 
aerobics, crafts, gymnastics, ice skating lessons, 
CPR courses, ski trips, puppet shows and after 
school activities. As new interests are reported to 
the Recreation Director, attempts will be made to 
increase the scope of recreation/leisure activities 
and to continue service for families and friends of 
the Town of Walpole.

In 1993, the Department of Public Works 
continued to work with all departments, boards 
and the citizens of Walpole. We take pride in the 
accomplishments of the past year and will contin- 
ue to provide these services in 1994. 


The department has been actively and directly 
involved in the following projects during the past 
year (W3-20 and W-3-21): 


1. The completion and opening of the West 
Street bridges; 


2. The completion of the reconstruction of the 
Central Business District (CBD); 


3. Reconstruction of a section of South Street and 
the installation of a 12 inch ductile iron water 
main from Common Street to the Neponset River; 


4. Installation of a new 16-inch ductile water 
main on Benny Street (Washington Street to 
Highland Street); 


5. Construction was started at the intersection of 
Washington Street and High Plain Streets. Work 
to be completed in the spring of 1994; 


6. Chapter 90 roadway resurfacing and chip 
sealing contracts amounted to $383,479.

The Engineering Division of the Department of 
Public Works provides guidance and technical 
assistance to all of the various Departments, 
Boards and Commissions within Town Govern- 
ment, as well as to the citizens of Walpole. 


Updating of Town maps and plans, such as the 
Assessor's Maps, Zoning Maps, Street Maps, etc. is 
an important duty of the Engineering Department. 
Maintaining the accuracy of these maps, as well 
as assuring the accuracy of the tax base. This 
updating process also includes maintaining accu- 
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rate as-built plans for all road and utility con- 
struction within the town ways and properties. 


The Engineering Department, as part of its 
ongoing duties, provided reports to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals on approximately twenty-six 
(26) cases and on approximately thirty-six (36) 
filings to the Conservation Commission. This 
involves a review and analysis of submitted plans 
and technical reports to assure conformance to 
local law and town standards. 


As part of its subdivision approval process, the 
Planning Board required the assistance of the 
Engineering Department in its technical review of 
proposed subdivisions, calculation of subdivision 
performance bonds and in the inspection of all 
active subdivisions. During 1993, eight (8) 
subdivisions, with a total of two hundred and six 
(206) potential house lots, were reviewed. Ap- 
proximately fifteen (15) active subdivisions in 
various stages of completion were inspected. 


The Engineering Department also provides 
technical assistance to the Board of Sewer and 
Water Commissioners, and on request from other 
Boards, such as the Board of Selectmen, Board of 
Health, etc. 


In addition to the above, the Engineering 
department has completed the following during 
the year 1993: 


1. Issued two hundred sixteen (216) Street 
Opening Permits and provided the necessary field 
inspections. 


2. Issued one hundred eleven (111) Curb Cut 
Permits. 


3. Prepared six(6) Street Acceptance Plans and 
the associated documents. 


4. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
Contract for the South Street Water Main Re- 
placement Contract. 


5. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
Contract for the Elm Street and Benny Street 
Water Main Improvement Contract. 


6. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
for the Kittredge Street Water Main Extension 
Contract. 


7. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
for the Washington Street Drain Replacement 
Contract. 


8. Prepared several construction Contracts for the 
resurfacing of various town streets and sidewalks. 


9. Coordinated with the State Highway Depart- 
ment for the construction of the traffic signals and 
intersection improvements at Washington and 
High Plain Street and CBD Project. 


10. Applied for an extension on the site plan 
approval for the Satellite Recycling Station. 


11. Provided assistance and recommendations to 
the E911 Committee regarding changes to the 
house numbering system and changes to street 
names. 


12. Completed the update of the Street Light 
Inventory and made changes to more cost effec- 
tive light fixtures Town wide. 


My sincere gratitude to all Town Officials and 
Town Agencies for their continued support and 
guidance throughout the past year and to my staff 
for their diligence in enabling the Engineering 
Department to perform a high caliber of efficiency 
during 1993. 


DPW Highway Division 


(Town Hall, Highway Dept. 660-7328)

The Highway Division of the Department of 
Public Works is responsible for the maintenance 
of sidewalks, streets, storm drainage systems, 
traffic signals, street signs, pavement markings, 
fences along the roadways and snow and ice 
control operations. 
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Under the provisions of the Chapter 90 State 
Grant, we were able to continue forward with our 
Roads Program. The following thirteen (13) 
roads were paved in 1993: Winter Street, (from 
Norfolk line to Main Street), Winter Street, (from 
Wall Street to House #225), Washington Street, 
(1. Winter Street - from Willow Street to St. 


Francis Cemetery), Greenwood Avenue, (Entire 
length), North Street, (from Nightingale Road to 
Northwood Drive), Stone Street, (from Massachu- 
setts Avenue to Washington Street), Massachu- 
setts Avenue, (Entire length), West Street, (from 
Spring Street to bridge), Winthrop Street, (Entire 
length), South Street, (from Common Street to 
Neponset River). 


Also, under the provisions of the Chapter 90 
State Grant, we were able to level with bitumi- 
nous concrete and chip seal the following streets: 
Grant Avenue, Moosehill Road, Woodland Road, 
Spring Valley Road, Grove Street, Lake Avenue, 
Ellis Avenue, Prospect Avenue, Hutchinson Road, 
Carpenter Road, Carl Road, West Pine Drive, 
Cedar Street, Charlotte Road, Calvert Road, 
Harding Road, Barstow Road, Marston Road, Park 
Avenue and Bonnie Street. 


ASPHALT SIDEWALKS 


1. A new sidewalk was installed on High Plain 
Street from Old Post Road to Route 1 (700 feet). 


2. A new sidewalk was installed on elm Street 
from the Christian Life Center to Turners Pond 
Skating club (300 feet). 


3. Repaired 100 feet of sidewalk at 911 Washing- 
ton Street. 


4. Repaired 160 feet of sidewalk at Old Post Road 
School along the front entrance. 


5. Bituminous berm was installed on Pilgrim 
Road, the even side, 900 feet from Pall Mall To 
Wycliffe Road. 


6. Put new berm along the tennis courts and 
along the lower driveway at Johnson Middle 
School. 


7. Put new berm along Peach Street where needed 
for drainage run-off. 


During the winter months, the Highway Depart- 
ment was kept busy repairing potholes and sunk- 
en trenches. During this time, the Department 
used over 250 tons of temporary patch (cold 
patch) to repair the streets. Also, during the 
Spring, Summer and Fall months, the Department 
used over 650 tons of permanent patch to repair 
potholes and trenches and sidewalks. 


The Highway Department performed the follow- 
ing drain maintenance during 1993: 


1. The Highway Department worked with Norfolk 
Mosquito Control in re-building the drain at 
Carberry Pond, East Walpole and dredging out 
drain easement on Eastland Circle. 


2. Put in new 15" concrete drain line with 2 
manholes and new head wall at Oak Street drain 
easement (120 feet). 


3. Installed a new catch basin at 47 Pine Hill 
Drive. 


4. installed 6.5 feet of 8 inch drain and added a 
new catch basin on Stony Brook Road. 


5. The Highway Department worked with Norfolk 
County Mosquito Control in dredging out the 
easement behind 265 West Street. 


6. Maintenance was done on fifty-four (54) catch 
basins and manholes which were either rebuilt or 
replaced with new ones. Also, on a contract 
basis, 2,000 catch basins were cleaned during the 
past year. 


The following additional work was performed 
by the Highway Department: 


1. One hundred and eighty-four (184) signs were 
either replaced or repaired. 


2. A pavement marking contract for line painting 
of crosswalks, center lines, stop lines, and parking 
stalls were applied to thirty-six (36) miles of 
roadway throughout the Town. 


The month of March turned out to be the 
snowiest month of 1992-1993 with an accumula- 
tion of more than 14 inches of heavy, wet snow. 
Also, during the month, we had snowstorms of 
12", 6" and 3". Along with the previous months 
snowstorms, this put a severe strain on the plow- 
ing equipment and the Snow Budget. 


In conclusion, I welcome the opportunity to 
commend and thank all of those responsible. 
First, congratulations and thanks to my personnel 
for their high productivity and consistently high 
quality results. Also, let us recognize the impor- 
tance of teamwork between all the Public Works 
Departments. finally, we extend our sincere 
appreciation of the Town Officials and Town 
Agencies for their excellent support, without 
which we could not succeed. Together we can 
take pride in the accomplishments of this past 
year and look forward to the new year with great 
expectations. 
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Sewer and Water Division -

The Sewer and Water Division of the Public 
Works Department is responsible for the operation 
and maintenance of Walpole’s municipal sewer, 
water and septage system. Administratively 
overseeing of all functional operations continue to 
present challenges as regulations and require- 
ments of the Safe Drinking Water Act change 
continuously. 


As always, consumer safety and satisfaction 
remain top priorities of the division with emphasis 
being placed on quality issues. This past year 
brought about the beginning of what will hopeful- 
ly become a major accomplishment as various 
town boards and officials gave the thumbs up and 
financed a comprehensive water quality study of 
the School Meadow Brook Aquifer. At the time of 
this writing, the study was in progress with the 
consultants report of findings and recommenda- 
tions expected in the early spring of 1994. 


Repair of the general piping system continued, 
as well as 101 leaking services and 10 main lines 
were recorded as being excavated and repaired by 
crew members. Maintenance of valves and hy- 
drants also continued in an effort to try and 
provide a properly functioning fire protection 
system with 52 hydrants being repaired over the 
year. The semi annual flushing program contin- 
ued as well, and as previously reported, the 
frequency will have to be increased to maintain 
quality that is acceptable to the consumer. 


Production and treatment records indicate that 
slightly less than one billion gallons of water were 
pumped by Walpole’s nine gravel packed wells. 


This section of the division continues to per- 
form all duties relative to operating the pumping, 
treatment and storage facilities owned by the 
Town such as the Harold E. Willis Water Treat- 
ment Plant and the recently constructed 3.0 
million gallon Duffy Reservoir. All installations 
continued to operate in good order, providing an 
adequate supply of water over the extremely dry 
summer season of 1993. 


The meter section continued reading and 
recording all 6500 accounts, as well as performing 
meter installations. This past year 226 meters 


were installed in newly constructed homes, which 
is an increase of 65% over 1992. The meter 
modernization program appears to be at the 
leveling point as only 126 old or otherwise mal- 
functioning units were replaced this year. Other 
accomplishments of 1993 include the replacement 
of an old undersized water main in the intersec- 
tion of Washington and High Plain Streets. While 
considered small, this project greatly enhances the 
departments ability to fill the storage tanks. 


Other water projects included the replacement 
of an 8" main on Elm Street and a 6" main on 
South Street. Both of these improvements added 
significant volumes of water to their respective 
areas greatly increasing fire suppression abilities. 


As before, the cooperation and coordination 
between town residents, boards and officials made 
the accomplishments possible and it is hopeful 
that this positive spirit can continue. 


The Sewer Division is accountable for the 
operation and maintenance of Walpole’s munici- 
pally owned sanitary sewer system and septage 
receiving facility. As with the water section, 
duties include billing and general reporting of 
accounts, both on the residential and industrial 
levels. While there were no capital sewer im- 
provements in 1993, work such as operating and 
maintaining pump stations, trunk mains and 
manholes continued with no major problems. 
The septage facility, in its second full year of 
operation, has experienced no operational prob- 
lems with year end records indicating that 829 
properties were serviced in 1993. In all, this 
accounted for a total discharge of 955,700 gal- 
lons. 


The Sewer and Water Division would once 
again like to thank all consumers of Walpole for 
their cooperation over the past year. 


In conclusion, I wish to again express my 
sincere appreciation to the dedicated staff of 
Sewer and Water employees for their conscien- 
tious work over this past year. Additionally, I 
would like to thank all other public works person- 
nel and town officials associated with the opera- 
tion. 


DPW Maintenance Division y 


(Vehicle Maintenance 660-7329)

The DPW Maintenance Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works is responsible for the repair 
work and maintenance of the Town owned vehi- 
cles and miscellaneous equipment excluding fire 
trucks. A regularly scheduled maintenance pro- 
gram was instituted to perform work on 51 
motorized pieces of equipment operated by the 
Department of Public Works during 1993, i.e. 
Water, Sewer, Cemeteries, Parks, Recreation, 
Building Maintenance, Highway and DPW Mainte- 
nance Departments. 


In addition, 11 vehicles assigned to various 
town departments, 13 Police Department vehicles, 
two ambulances, the Animal Control vehicle, the 
Senior Citizens’ van and a Fire Department auto- 
mobile were also a part of this regularly sched- 
uled maintenance program. Also maintained were 
the following pieces of equipment: the auxiliary 
engines at nine water pumping stations, three 
water boosting stations and one sewer boosting 
station; sewer rodders and jettas, centrifugal and 
diaphragm pumps portable generators, natural gas 
diesel engines, welders flail and rotary mowers 
and leave collectors were also serviced. 


Major repair work performed during 1993 
included the following: 36 brake jobs; three 
rebuilt engines or replacements; five valve jobs or 
head or manifold gasket replacements; six axle 
and differential repairs; 14 transmission overhauls 
and services; five front-end overhauls and repairs; 
five ring gear and flywheel replacements; nine 
water pumps; three power steering overhauls and 
re-sealing; four heater cores, radiators and fan 
clutch adjustments; and two 4X4 drive shaft and 
front end hub repairs. 


In addition, 3 doors, 1 bumper and 1 fender 


DPW Parks, Recreation and Cemeteries Dis

The Parks, Recreation and Cemeteries Division 
of the Department of Public Works has a staff of 
eight (8) full-time employees who are responsible 
for the grounds maintenance of all town-owned 
property, which includes schools. 


were replaced and painted. One complete dump 
truck was painted and dump body replaced. The 
school van was converted for the Engineering 
Department. The Michigan loader had new lift 
cylinder pins and bushings installed. The Trojan 
loader had a complete bucket rebuild, which 
included, sides, edge and corners and wear plates. 
One Bombadier tractor had a new set of tracks 
and cleats and another had a rear axle and wheel 
assembly replaced. Cutting edges were replaced 
on the loaders and back hoes; sandblasting and 
painting of all sander unit and snow plows was 
completed along with the repairs and welding of 
all snow plowing equipment. 


The equipment purchased with Water Depart- 
ment funds for the Water Department was 
checked out for compliance with Town specifica- 
tions. Town seals and labels were installed along 
with radios and accessories. The vehicles includ- 
ed one 35,000 G.V.W. dump truck with a 6 to 8 
yard dump body; also, one 8600 G.V.W. 4X4 pick- 
up with a utility body. 


Emphasis was placed on "Preventive and Rou- 
tine Maintenance," and has continued to be cost 
effective! As a result of this regularly scheduled 
program, there are fewer breakdowns and less 
vehicle down time. Major repair expenses, in 
terms of supplies, parts and labor, have been kept 
to a minimum. 


I would like to thank my personnel for their 
continued dedication and cooperation throughout 
the past year and to other departments and 
managements for their support, all of whom have 
helped to make the Walpole DPW Maintenance 
Department one of the "finest".

The Parks Division mows over sixty-five (65) 
acres of grass, which is spread out over thirty-five 
(35) separate locations. Our work includes the 
liming, fertilizing and seeding of lawns, as well 
as cutting grass and trimming shrubs. In addi- 
tion, we cut brush and pick up litter along the 
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public roadways. Litter receptacles, which are 
placed around town, are emptied twice a week. 


There are thirteen (13) baseball and softball 
fields which we maintain on a regular basis. This 
year we rebuilt four 60 foot diamonds; Morgan, 
Stone, Plimpton and Boyden fields, incorporating 
a new soil amendment called Turface, in the base 
paths. The results were very positive and were 
well received by those who use the fields. We 
also line all of the school-owned fields for spring 
and fall sports schedules, as well as install and 
remove football and soccer goals and tennis nets. 
Maintenance of the Irrigation System at the High 
School is another of our responsibilities, but lately 
it has been shut down due to our inability to pay 
for the water. 


During the winter months, we check the ice 
surface at Turner’s Pond on a daily basis. We are 
also responsible for plowing sidewalks and for the 
hand-shoveling around all town-owned buildings 
and schools. 


The Cemeteries Division maintains five (5) 
cemeteries, totaling approximately ten (10) acres 
of grass, all new graves are limed, fertilized and 
seeded. These areas are mowed on a regular - 
basis. Shrubs are trimmed regularly; flowers are 


planted for Memorial Day; and flags are placed on 
the graves of all veterans in all cemeteries, both 
public and private. I would also like to add that 
all burials are taken care of by this division and in 
1993, we performed 30 interments. 


In conjunction with the Board of Health and 
their Solid Waste Program, the Parks & Cemeter- 
ies Divisions handle the curbside leaf pickup in 
the fall and the pickup of Christmas trees in 
January. 


The Carolyn Woodward Playground was con- 
structed in the spring by volunteers with the 
Parks Department and Highway Department putt- 
ing the finishing touches on the project. 


Morgan Field now has refurbished lighting 
thanks to a cooperative effort by Parks and Build- 
ing Maintenance. 


In conclusion, I would like to extend my grati- 
tude to all town departments and agencies for 
their continued support during this past year. I 
would particularly like to thank my personnel for 
the capable assistance they provided to enable the 
Parks, Recreation and Cemeteries Division to 
fulfill their duties and responsibilities during 
1993. 


Building Maintenance Division

The following report has been prepared by the 
Superintendent of Buildings, James F Clerici. His 
office, room 214, is located in the Town Hall on 
School Street. The Building Maintenance Depart- 
ment houses a very sophisticated woodworking 
and repair facility located at 1385 Washington 
Street. 


The Building Maintenance Division is responsi- 
ble for the care and upkeep of the physical plants 
in all of the town owned facilities, for the capital 
improvements , long range planning, plumbing, 
heating, boilers, HVAC systems, asbestos manage- 
ment, and oil tank replacement programs. 


Intent 

Energy Conservation, vandalism preventative 
measures, asbestos management,roofing,burner 
replacement, and fuel tank replacements, all 
HVAC repairs , air quality update, are a prime 
concern, and to this end we are constantly updat- 
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ing our knowledge and imple- 

mentation of new techniques 

to improve the efficiency and safety of our facili- 
ties. 


The Collaborative Oil Bid 

The Education Cooperative Plant Administrators 
Association consists of 50 towns, Walpole includ- 
ed. We have bid heating oil as a joint collabora- 
tive for the past 16 years to acquire the best 
possible price to keep all town facilities operating 
as efficiently as possible. As of this writing 
December 12, 1993, # 2 oil is .534 cents per 
gallon. 


Re-Roofing Program 
The re-roofing program is in its 12th year. A 


portion of The Johnson Middle School roof has 
been completely stripped down to the concrete 
and three inches of insulation was installed with 
a single ply rubber membrane applied directly on 
top of the insulation. 


Asbestos Management Program 

Asbestos, where ever located in the public 
buildings is constantly monitored. Great care is 
taken to protect all persons by a combination of 
removing or covering permanently sealing in 
place, asbestos that could possibly become friable. 
Inspections are made every six months by a quali- 
fied licensed inspector. A report is given to the 
Superintendent of buildings, and action is taken 
to correct any problems. The roof on the Memo- 
rial Pond Building had a trace of asbestos in it. 
The composition was not friable, however, it was 
removed by an asbestos abatement company and 
disposed of properly. 


Fuel Oil Tank Replacement Program 


The oil tank at The Old Post Road School has 
been removed, however, due to a lack of funds, 
has not been replaced. The burners are capable 
of burning #2 oil and gas. At the present time 
gas is the primary fuel for this facility. The pur- 
chase and installation of a # 2 fuel oil tank has 
been requested in the capital budget, in order to 
use the least expensive fuel, available which has 
been #2 oil for many years. The 2000 gallon fuel 
oil tank at Blackburn Hall has been removed and 
replaced with a 1000 gallon fibre-glass tank. 


Burner Conversions 


The Building Maintenance Division began a 
long range plan twelve years ago to convert all 
single fuel burners into dual fuel burners that 
have the capability of burning both gas and #2 
oil. The last three burners to convert are, The 
Police Station, The Center library, and The East 
Walpole Library. The Center Library was sched- 
uled to be completed last year, but there were no 
available funds. 


Lexan Replacement Program 
The lexan replacement program has been 


completed at The Bird Middle School and The Old 
Post Road School by Building Maintenance em- 
ployees. The Johnson Middle School was com- 
pleted by a contractor. 


Prior Years Fuel Consumption in Degree Days 


The degree day is a measure of fuel consump- 
tion that indicates how far the day’s mean temper- 
ature fell below 65 degrees. Fuel consumption 
will increase as the request for more air exchange, 
over and above state law, increases. The Building 
Maintenance Division shall continue to pursue 
every means to conserve energy, however, the 


savings may be absorbed by increased air ex- 
change requests. The following is a table show- 
ing the comparison analysis of the last two years 
fuel consumption for heating:

Handicap Accessibility Program 
The only money available at this time is desig- 


nated to remodel the mens and ladies lavatories 
on the first floor at The Johnson Middle School to 
ADA Compliance. The rooms will be completed 
by the middle of January. 


Old Post Road Addition/Renovation 
Anew addition has been added to The Old Post 


Road, doubling the size of the facility. 


The Senior High School Energy Grant 
An energy grant of $27,496.00 has been applied 


for and received by The Building Maintenance 
Division to be used at this facility. The funds 
were applied to the following: attic gable insula- 
tion, new zone valves, steam trap replacement 
and exit sign replacement. 


Police Station Renovation Of Garage Into New 


Booking Room 
A sum of $12,500 has been allotted to the 


renovation of the police station garage into a new 
booking room. A doorway was cut through the 
interior end-wall and a new steel door was in- 
stalled. A new exterior entry way was fabricated 
with sidelights and top lites. The overhead exteri- 
or steel roll-up door was removed and the new 
entry way was installed. The wall between the 
dispatch room and the past booking room was 
dismantled to make room for the new 911 emer- 
gency call system. A new ceiling was installed in 
this area. 


Turco Field. 

The aluminum plank replacement program at 
the home stands involved replacement of 730 
lineal feet of seating and 720 lineal feet of floor- 
ing. The flooring is now 100 percent complete. 
The seating is about half way up on the stands. 
We will purchase $ 4,000.00 worth of seating in 
the spring and continue with the seat replacement 
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program. 


Town Hall Senior Citizens Complex 
The Senior Citizen Complex was renovated by 


donated funds. While much of the work was 
done by vendors, The Building Maintenance 
Division was very involved in replacing ceiling 
tiles, readjusting the height of the fold door to 
allow for new carpeting, removed all the furniture 
and replaced same after the renovation was 
completed. 


D P W Garage 
All of the overhead doors at the Highway 


Garage have been replaced and motorized over 
the past ten years for energy efficiency and securi- 
ty. After the doors were completed, a fire door 
needed to be installed at the north end of the 
building, in case electricity was lost and the 
overhead doors would not open. The Building 
Maintenance Division Employees knocked out the 
blocks at the north end of the building, fabricated 
a door frame and door, and installed them in the 
opening. 


The D P W House (Marathon House) 

The DPW House was vacated by Marathon Inc. 
The Building Maintenance Division employees 
entered the facility and completely cleaned and 
painted all ceilings, walls, window sash, and 
made other repairs. The new tenant, The Educa- 
tion Cooperative, entered the facility in June of 
1993. 


Bird Middle School Gymnasium Ceiling Ventila- 
tion Duct 

A length of duct, the full width of the gym 
loosened from the ceiling and fell to the floor. 
The area was closed and sealed until an engineer- 
ing study was made to determine what caused the 
problem, and to purchase and install a new duct 
with the proper I-beam hangers. All duct work in 
the public buildings was inspected and any 
potential problems were corrected. 


The Texaco Booster Station 

The louvre doors were removed and new doors 
were installed by Building Maintenance employ- 
ees. 


Senior High School 

At The Senior High School, we continue to 
experience many problems with the handicap 
hardware. It is very easy to damage the hardware 
because of the lever handles mandated by law. 
Much better parts are being manufactured and 
are being installed as needed. However, this still 
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poses a constant problem. The Building Mainte- 
nance Division repaired damaged wall in room 
201 and painted, repaired plaster wall in stair- 
well, re-secured ceiling tile in various classrooms, 
installed toilet tissue holders, repaired fold door 
in gym, repaired door closures, painted Corrective 
-Ed gym, three classrooms, kitchen floor, one 
corridor, and stairwell by boys locker room. Roof 
exhaust cover was replaced, installed continuous 
hinges on wood shop exterior doors, and three 
exterior double-doors in main gym. In addition, 
delivered prom decorations to The Red Snapper 
Restaurant, installed floor tile throughout the 
facility, repaired broken lockers, installed tack 
boards in corridor, box in full length of heating 
pipe to encapsulate existing asbestos, to prevent 
it from becoming friable as per Federal Law. 


Johnson Middle School 

Replaced snapped cable in coil door in gymnasi- 
um, repaired doors, door closures, hand rails and 
locks throughout the facility. Picked up tables, 
removed to the shop to be welded and returned to 
the school. Repaired broken window in room 
108. Repaired toilet partition in boys room, 
broken glass in gym, in one classroom, and 
replace floor tile at front entry. Picked up music 
rises and delivered to the Senior High School, and 
replaced smashed glass in patio door. Secured all 
univents and exhaust vents to prevent unautho- 
rized operation of the temperature control system. 


Town Hall 

Moved all furniture from the existing Health 
Office to the newly painted Health Office. In- 
stalled two Building Maintenance air conditioner 
cabinets in the School Dept. Office. Moved the 
Handicap Room and the Mail Room. Removed all 
furniture from the Selectmen’s Room for a tele- 
thon and replaced. Installed new doors to The 
Selectmen’s Meeting Room for handicap accessi- 
bility. Re-secured roof flashing over boiler room. 
Removed air conditioner from Treasurers Office 
and repaired. Installed new air conditioner in 
Assessors Office, and assembled computer tables. 


Police Department 
Made keys for attic storage, repaired attic door, 


screens in cupola, reset tower clock, replaced light 
bulbs in dispatch area, and installed bulletin 
boards. 


Center Fire Station 

Installed new generator and rewired facility. 
Framed opening for new AC unit, removed win- 
dow blinds, and painted one closet and made 
other minor repairs. 


Blackburn Memorial Hall 


Repaired front door, screens and broken win- 
dows.

The Board of Sewer and Water Commission is 
responsible for setting policy regarding the plan- 
ning operation, and maintenance of the towns 
sewer and water systems. 


In the May town election, Robert Barrett was 
re-elected for another 3 year term, and William 
Abbott was elected to a 3 year term. At the 
organization meeting, William Lestan was elected 
chairman and Kevin Muti was elected clerk. 


The Commission focused on the following 
issues this past year: 


Water Quality: Parker Hannifin has requested 
that the state declare that it has met its obligation 
to clean up the VOC contaminants in Washington 
Well #6 and be allowed to cease operation of the 
GAC filters. The Commission has challenged 
that claim as low levels of VOC's continue to 
appear in the water coming out of that well. 


The towns Lead/Copper sampling study con- 
firmed that the water coming from the School 
Meadow Brook aquifer wells is corrosive and 
needs treatment . The Commission selected the 
firm of Whitman & Howard to study the treat- 
ment alternatives. The final report is due out 
early in 1994. 


The Commission has requested that the 
Board of Selectmen establish a committee to 
investigate the relocation of the towns DPW yard 
and salt shed out of the School Meadow Brook 
aquifer. 
Sewer: The Commission has taken initial steps 
to replace the Eleanor Road and Morningside 
Drive sewer pump stations with a gravity sewer. 


Septage Facility: The commission addressed 
the deficit that this facility was operating 
under by rearranging the borrowing done to 
construct this facility and by opening _negotia- 
tions with neighboring towns to expand the use of 
this facility to lower the local costs. 


The Commission was pleased to see that our 
water system was able to go through one of the 
driest summers in decades without a water ban. 
This is a result of the towns investment in wells 
and storage tanks over the past decade. The 
Commission is continuing to look at the future 
water supply and storage needs. 


The Commission would like to thank Jim 
Merriam, our agent, Marty Feeney, DPW Director, 
Rick Mattson, Superintendent and his staff for 
their outstanding work during this past year. 
Finally a very special thanks goes out to our 
secretary, Mary Frisbee.

The duties of the Tree 
Warden include the care and maintenance of all 
public shade trees, and the removal of those trees 
that are dead or hazardous. 


In 1993, selected hazardous trees were removed 
under contract in various locations around town.

The town has seen a substantial increase in 
residential construction over the last two years 
even though the number of Definitive Subdivision 
plans filed has gone down since the 1980's. In 
1992, 166 permits were issued for new residential 
construction, compared to 79 in 1991. During 
1993, 104 permits were issued by the Town for 
Single Family dwellings. There are presently 29 
ongoing residential developments, with a total of 
828 approved lots or units, out of which 579 have 
yet to be built. The Planning Board is also aware 
of potential developments which will have an im-

consisting of 24 lots located at the corner of Main 
Street and Willett Street. The Planning Board ap- 
proved of this plan in August 1993. In October 


1993, the Board also granted a special permit to 
allow a second Open Space Residential Develop- 
ment for "Wisteria Ways II" consisting of 89 lots 
located off Priscilla Lane and East Street. The 
applicant must return to the Board for final 
approval of definitive plans. This subdivision will 
impact 1994. 


At the Fall Annual Town Meeting the following 
streets were accepted by Town Meeting; Covey 
Road, Nightingale Farm Rd, Arrowhead Road, 
Bartlett Place and Pheasant Hill Road. 


Funding for the position of Town Planner was 
eliminated from the FY94 budget. This unfortu- 


nate event prevented the Planning Board from 
hiring a Town Planner. In the need for profes- 
sional assistance, the Planning Board contracted 
George Mansfield in August 1993, as their Plan- 
ning Consultant for one year. This position is 
supported solely by the Kendall Fund. 


In May, Elizabeth Nashawaty and Joseph 
Manfredi were re-elected to a three-year term on 
the Planning Board. A reorganization was subse- 
quently held in which Elizabeth Nashawaty was 
re-elected as chairman, Joseph Manfredi was 
re-elected as vice-chairman, and John Conroy was 
elected as clerk. 


In December 1993, the Planning Board mem- 
bers and staff were deeply saddened by the loss of

The Zoning Board of Appeals is a permit grant- 
ing authority appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
and has all of the powers and duties prescribed 
under Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts General 
Laws, as amended and allocated under Section 8 
of the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Walpole. 
The Board of Appeals may: 

1. hear and decide applications for Variances 
with respect to land or structures, 

2. hear and decide applications for Special 
Permits, 

3. hear and decide applications for Site Plan 
Approval, and 

4. hear and decide appeals from decisions of 
administrative officials of the town made under 
the Zoning By-Laws. 


In granting any of the above, the Zoning Board 
of Appeals must act within the time constraints 
and specifications of the General Laws and Zoning 
By-Laws. The Board of Appeals may impose 
conditions, safeguards, and/or limitations as part 
of its approval of any application. 


The Board holds public hearings for all applica- 
tions and makes decisions only after the public 
hearing is closed. The Board is responsible for 
providing public notice of all hearings. This is 
done by publishing a legal notice in the local 
newspaper. In addition, notice is sent by mail to 


the petitioners, abutters, and owners of land 
adjoining the land of abutters within 300 feet of 
the property line. A copy of the notice is also sent 
to various other town boards, as appropriate. 


The hearings held by the Board of Appeals are 
open to the public. Any person, whether entitled 
to notice of the meeting or not, may appear in 
person, by agent, or by attorney to be heard. 
Written testimony may be submitted to the Board 
at any time prior to the close of the public hear- 
ing. 


All decisions of the Board are in writing and are 
filed with the Town Clerk and with the Building 
Inspector. Notice of the decision is also provided 
to applicants, anyone who was entitled to notice 
of the public hearing, town departments, and 
boards as appropriate, and to any other interested 
party who specifically requests such notice. 


The Board consists of five regular members, and 
currently two associate members. Associate 
members may vote (as appointed by the Chairman 
for any specific case) in the absence, inability to 
act, or conflict of interest on the part of any 
regular member. Decisions of the Board require 
a four out of five approval. A liaison from the 
Engineering Department may also be in atten- 
dance at public hearings as a resource. 


Board members usually attempt to view the site 
in question prior to a public hearing. The Board 
takes each case on its merit and deliberates 
extensively to assure that a proper decision is 
finally developed. 


The Board normally meets on the first and third 
Wednesday of the month at 7 P.M. in the Main 
Meeting Room of Town Hall. Applications, 
information, or any other assistance regarding 
zoning may be obtained from the Board’s Admin- 
istrative Assistant or from the Office of the Build- 
ing Inspector. Copies of the current Zoning 
By-Laws may be purchased at the Office of the 
Town Clerk for a nominal fee. The following

In its annual town report, the Walpole School 
Committee would like to express thanks to all 
those members of the entire staff and to the 
volunteers in our schools who bring to the stu- 
dents the full measure of their effort and skills. 
The School Committee, in this report, would like 
also to acknowledge the especial efforts and 
financial commitment of the volunteers who give 
so generously of themselves to our young people. 
The volunteers have given, this past year, in terms 
of real monies and in terms of a business line 
value for their services, approximately a quarter of 
a million dollars in value to our students. The 
Walpole schools, quite simply, could not continue 
to be the schools they are without the contribu- 
tion of these services and volunteers. 


The town is also indebted to the continuing 
involvement and support by private enterprise to 
our schools - this support being in the form of 
goods no longer needed, services rendered, and in 
some cases, outright financial support. 


The most obvious and dramatic new occurrence 
in the Walpole schools is the opening of the 
addition to the Old Post Road School. The addi- 
tion virtually doubled the size of the school. The 
school and the town gained, in addition, the use 
of a state-of-the-art gymnasium. The addition to 
the school had been recommended to the town 
shortly after the completion of Boyden School in 
1990. During a specially convened Town Meeting 
in August 1992, the Town Meeting voted to 
proceed with the project. Monies from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, at the rate of 63%, 
eventually came in during this fiscal year and the 
school opened virtually one year to the date of 
authorization, on Labor Day weekend 1993. 
Final touches were completed at the school in 
December of 1993. In September of 1994 the 
school will house over 500 students. 


The Education Reform Act has brought many 
changes to our school system, especially in the 
way we test our youngsters on a standardized 


basis. In recent years the Commonwealth has 
instituted a bi-annual testing of students in grades 
4, 8, & 12 via an examination called Massachu- 
setts Educational Assessment Program (MEAP). 
Walpole has consistently scored well above the 
state average in all these bi-annual examinations. 
A shift occurs this year wherein the examination 
will be given annually in grades 4, 8 & 10. The 
most commonly known measurement which 
occurs nationally is the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT). The SAT will be changed in format com- 
mencing in March of 1993 - the general thrust of 
which will be the testing of the critical thinking 
skills of those who take the examination. In 
Walpole over the past five years, the SAT scores 
have remained generally strong. One major 
change is the frequency of our young people who 
take the test. As recently as five years ago 56% of 
our students were taking the SAT test and this 
past year, 84% of the students in Walpole took 
the examination. We are lead to believe that this 
increase on the part of the students, reflects the 
desire of many students to keep open post-second- 
ary options for learning in their immediate and 
possibly distant future. The Walpole schools have 
been attempting to provide technological resourc- 
es to its students over the past several years. In 
some of these areas, in recent times, the lack of 
resources have clearly been an issue. Because of 
the first time receipt of monies from the Educa- 
tion Reform Act for FY94 we were able to pur- 
chase two computer labs, each with 25 work 
stations, for the two middle schools. Obviously 
we shall try to keep pace with furnishing appro- 
priate technological and literary materials for our 
youngsters. 


It is our impression that there remains a strong 
perception by the public of the strengths of our 
schools and that this perception is also shared by 
those who help the public in choosing residences, 
i.e., builders, banks, and real estate companies. It 
is our ongoing mission to strive to bring the most 
complete and finest resources to our youngsters as 
they attempt to reach their potential.

Once again, and continuously it seems, funding 
for the schools and for all municipal services 
remains an issue of serious concern. The School 
Committee has voted a needs budget of over 
$15,000,000. The recommendation of town 
administration, at this time, is for a budget of just 
over $14,000,000. The revenues for rendering of 
all services to the town continue to be in the 
shortfall range of well over $1,000,000. Despite 
distributions of some monies to Walpole via the 
new Educational Reform Act, the continuing 
population expansion and the needed resources 
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for our youngsters cause us to request monies 
which, though difficult to come by, clearly are 
needed. Allocation of fiscal resources will clearly 
be one of the most, if not the most, significant 
issue of Town Meeting in April. Walpole schools 
continue to grow in their population, the most 
obvious reason being the new construction that is 
occurring in our town. As of this writing, Wal- 
pole is in the top 12 in the Commonwealth in 
terms of housing permits issued and subsequent 
homes built. The current rate is over 100 single 
homes per year in Walpole. Condominiums are 
also being constructed. Clearly, the population 


growth in general in Walpole, will continue to be 
one of the major factors which determine the 
resources which will be needed to support the 
education of our youngsters. 


In June of 1993, Governor Weld signed into law 
the Education Reform Act of 1993. There are two 
major thrusts to this act -- first, increased academ- 
ic performance on the part of youngsters across 
the Commonwealth and second, addressing the 
lack of equity in funding results for all students 
across the Commonwealth. The Education Re- 
form Act addresses, in a very complicated and 
lengthy law, about 30 major areas. Some of the 
areas are enumerated as follows: academic perfor- 
mance, School Committee power, teacher tenure, 
negotiation teams, charter schools, certification of 
professionals, standards of professional perfor- 
mance by faculty, School Governance Councils, 
broader authority to principals and funding, to 
name but a few. 


Once again there have been a number of chang- 
es in administration in the School Department 


this past year: Sandra Esmond became principal - 
of Fisher School; Wayne Kivi became principal of 
Johnson Middle School; Kathleen Maclvor be- 
came assistant principal of Old Post Road School; 
Annie Hunter became assistant principal of Fisher 
School and Dianne Frost became assistant princi- 
pal of Johnson Middle School.

The year 1993 was distinguished by the redis- 
tricting task that dramatically changed the popu- 
lation of Boyden School. With the addition of 
more classrooms at the OPR School, we saw a 
shift in the assignment of children between 
schools. In January, the population of Boyden 
School was 348, but in September that figure 
dropped to 292. Not only did the numbers 
change, but the majority of faces were new. 
Saying goodbye to our fourth grade, redistricting 
over 120 children to OPR, accepting close to 90 
children from Fisher and bringing in 57 first-year 
Kindergarten children, resulted in the profile of 
Boyden School reflecting a 50% change in faces. 
The task, therefore became two-fold: helping 
children and their families make the adjustment 
of leaving Boyden School, and transitioning all 
the new students and their families into Boyden 
School. 


The PAC and the Boyden Staff designed some 
activities to aid in this transition. Students were 
bussed to their new schools in the Spring of 1993 
to visit their new school and meet the staff. 
Parents were invited to attend the PAC meetings 
of their new school, and an evening Ice Cream 


Social was held for all the new students and their 
families with building tours conducted by the 
fourth grade students. In addition, pen pals were 
actively writing back and forth, learning more 
about their new school; and Kindergarten Orienta- 
tion brought the youngest of our students into the 
building. When September arrived, most students 
were excited and receptive of their new learning 
environment. 


Another significant change in the life of Boyden 
School was the result of the Massachusetts Educa- 
tion Act passed in June 1993. This Act mandated 
the creation of a school Governance Council. In 
the Fall of 1993 elections were held by staff and 
parents to form this committee. The Council will 
consist of 7 members as follows: 3 staff; Principal 
and co-chair, Mrs. Evans; teachers, Mrs. Wallace 
and Mrs. Dauphinais; 3 parents; co-chair, Mrs. 
Genest; and parents, Mrs. Mills and Mrs. Hussey; 
and a citizen representative, Mrs. Cross. The first 
meeting occurred on October 13, 1993. 


The curriculum continued to be enhanced by 
the presentations of cultural arts events. These 
programs were again funded by the PAC and 
included: "Way of the Massai," an African war- 
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rior; "Fortaleza," music of the Andes; Jerry Pallo- 
tta, the famous children’s author; "Project Wild," 
animals in the wild in New England; "Beekeeper," 
John Nuovo on caring for bees; "Whale Day," a 
program from the New England Aquarium; and 
"Hot Shots,” a jump roping team from New Hamp- 
shire. 


Health and Safety was similarly highlighted 
during the year. School assemblies and classroom 
sessions informed and reminded students about 
bus safety, rabies and fire safety. Boyden School 
designed a Violence Prevention Week to focus on 
the issues of conflict resolution. The "What's It 
Like" Program helped students understand physi- 
cal and mental challenges and "I’m In Charge" 
focused on how the body works and the need to 
care for it. 


The staff continued to be enthusiastic about 
teaching and learning. Mrs. Gay reviewed the 
Physical Education Dance Curriculum for the 
Kindergarten teachers. Mrs. Evans and Mrs. 
Dauphinais observed the "Chicago Math" program 
being implemented in the Mansfield Public 
Schools. Mrs. Peters facilitated the Cooperative 
Learning Study Group and 2 videos were made 
available for staff to view on the topic of Portfolio 
Assessment. Mrs. Galvin presented a reading 
lesson on cablevision for the "Reading Round-Up 
Program. Mrs. Donovan was honored at the High 
School National Honor Society ceremony by her 
former student, Elainia Fisher who selected Mrs. 
Donovan as the teacher who most influenced her 
school years. Mrs. Evans attended a conference 
on "The New Principalship: Leading Change In 
Difficult Times." Seven teachers from Boyden 
participated in the Saturday course, Saphier’s 
"Skillful Teacher." The teachers enrolled were: 
Mr. Wallace, Mrs. Wallace, Mrs. Donovan, Mr. 
Keefe, Ms. Ahmann, Mrs. Popp and Mrs. Kelly. 
Many additional workshops and conferences were 
attended by staff. 


In the Fall, a "Good Citizenship and Courtesy" 
program was implemented. This program was 
built on central human values that virtually 
everyone treasures: self-respect, kindness and 
consideration, common forms of politeness, 
respect for others’ property, and a sense of person- 
al responsibility. Each week a theme was present- 
ed and students were encouraged to adopt behav- 
iors consistent with the theme. Certificates were 
handed out and students of the month were 
selected. 
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The fourth grade again presented a quality 
theatrical performance requiring them to further 
their understanding of great works. This year, the 
fourth grade successfully presented Shakespeare’s 
"MacBeth" with a few Boyden School adjustments 
to the story. It was a remarkably and highly 
successful undertaking. In addition, the fourth 
grade presented their annual Telecommunications 
Information Night, visited Sturbridge Village, 
attended the Bird Middle School production of 
"The Wizard of Oz," attended a concert by the 
Boston Symphony and managed the Boyden 
School Store. 


Our grade three students were exposed to the 
operation of the United States Post Office. They 
received training by the Walpole Postmaster and 
staff, visited the Brockton District Post Office and 
managed their own Boyden School Post Office. 
They also traveled to the Museum of Fine Arts as 
a culminating activity to the Docent Art program. 


Grades K, 1 and 2 traveled to some interesting 
educational surroundings on their yearly field 
trips. All field trips were paid for by parents and 
subsidized by the PAC. Places visited included: 
Moose Hill, The Science Museum, Roger Williams 
Park Zoo, Boston Dairy Association Fair, New 
England Aquarium and The Big Apple in Wrenth- 
am. 


Parent involvement in school was also indica- 
tive of the dedication of the Boyden School com- 
munity. In 1993, parents were trained on com- 
puters, volunteered in the classrooms, served as 
advisors to school activities, chaperoned field 
trips, worked as helpers for the Boyden Bonuses 
Program, served as consultants for International 
Week, raised funds, and organized the Annual 
Pancake Breakfast, Holiday Book Fund, Cultural 
Arts events, Sing-a-long, Walk-a-thon, Open 
House, Octoberfest, Book Fair, Food Pantry Dona- 
tions, Docent and "What’s It Like." This Fall, 
parents also took a leadership role in the "Odyssey 
of the Mind" adventure and the PAC continued to 
sustain the "Parent Empowerment Group." 


Finally, a significant undertaking was concluded 
in 1993. Boyden School staff and parents joined 
together to create a Mission Statement. This 
statement evolved out of many meetings, discus- 
sions and a comprehensive survey. The following 
statement describing the purpose of Boyden 
School was unanimously voted by staff and 
parents in the Spring and ratified by the new 
Governance Council in the Fall: 


Boyden School Mission Statement 


The Boyden School mission is to develop in our 
students a genuine love for learning and an 
appreciation for the natural differences of a 
multicultural world. We seek to implement a 
curriculum reflective of our democratic idea. 


We recognize and respect different learning 
styles and our commitment to reach each child. 
We encourage creative thinking, perseverance of 
thought and the employment of a knowledgable 
base of ideas, concepts and abstractions to solve 
problems. 


We celebrate the richness of the family connec- 
tion. Our responsibility is to create a safe and 
nurturing environment that preserves individual 
dignity and builds self-esteem. 


Above all, we encourage our students to strive 
for excellence and become responsible citizens of 
integrity and purpose.

Fisher School

1993 proved to be very exciting with many 
changes and activities at Fisher School. As the 
progress of the new addition at O.P.R. proceeded, 
Fisher School prepared to send 122 students to 
O.P.R. or Boyden School. The population at our 
school was to go from 725 to approximately 610. 


In preparation for this very important move, the 
Fisher School made plans with both O.P.R. and 
Boyden for many activities to help make the 
transition a positive experience for both parents 
and students. Parents were invited to visit their 
new schools to meet the staff and to see the 
building. Students were brought by bus to visit 
their new school for an entire morning. These 
special events made for a very smooth transition 
for students from 3 elementary schools. Although 
we were sad to see many families leave Fisher 
School, we knew they were leaving with positive 
feelings and were looking forward to their new 
school. 


In addition to these important activities, the 
year of 1993 also had many other events occur- 
ring at Fisher School. In January we celebrated 
our annual International Week. This event cele 


brates ethnic cultures and traditions around the 
world. Each classroom studies a particular coun- 
try and "travels" to other rooms to learn about 
other countries. The culminating assembly 
brought the school together in a true celebration 
of cultural differences. In addition to learning 
about other countries, our children can begin to 
appreciate the many contributions other cultures 
make. 

Technology has continued to play an increas- 
ingly important role in education. Our computer 
lab which is equipped with Macintosh computers 
linked together by a network system is an integral 
part of every student’s schedule, K-4. A kindergar- 
ten student begins with the basic knowledge of 
computers, and by the time a student leaves us in 
grade 4, they are well into word processing. 
Teachers also coordinate classroom activities with 
computer instruction so students can begin to 
understand how a computer can be useful. 
Spreadsheets, data base, and word processing are 
common terms for many students. 


The computer has allowed us to travel outside 


Walpole through the "Hello" telecommunication 
unit sponsored by National Geographic. 
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The fourth grade class communicated via the 
computer modem to a school in Virginia, collect- 
ing information about them. Through this unit 
the students are able to reach out to the world by 
making connections with the computer. 


In the spring of 1993 Fisher School began a 
volunteer program with our neighbor New Pond 
Village. Working with Harry Slacum, their direc- 
tor, we were able to arrange for several residents 
of New Pond to volunteer at Fisher to read to 
several of our students. This program has been 
very successful. Both students and the volunteers 
have gained from this very worthwhile relation- 
ship. 


The end of a school year is always a time filled 
with many events planned to conclude the year. 
The annual Field Day is a day of fun where 
classes compete in many activities. Mr. Curtis 
Smith, our physical education teacher, spends 
many hours planning and coordinating so 725 
students could all participate in a day of good 
spirit and competition. The grade 4 students 
ended their year in a series of events to celebrate 
their last year at Fisher School. A special field 
trip to Roger Williams Park and a visit to Johnson 
Middle School were two special trips they took. 
Their year culminated in an awards assembly 
followed by the grade 4 student/parent breakfast. 


This was the first year grade 4 also served as 
student advisors. Several students worked throug- 
hout the year to perform service projects, and at 
the awards assembly they presented the school 
with a class gift for use in the gym program. We 
are proud of them and know they will continue 
their leadership at Johnson Middle. 


September saw many changes at Fisher School 
for both students and staff. Although we antici- 
pated 610 students with the redistricting, due to 
many new homes being added, we opened with 
630 students. We also welcomed the integrated 
pre-school program of 38 students making a total 
population of 668. New staff to the building 
included Aimee Daniel (gr.2), Robin Hughes (gr. 
4), Jennifer Meehan (moderate special needs), 
Jolyn McLaughlin (gr. 1), Brenda Irving (assis- 
tant), Phil Hulbig (assistant), and Rich McCarthy 
(custodian). This staff was hired to replace staff 
who left due to leaves of absence or transfers. 


Other significant changes came as a result of 
the Education Reform Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture in June 1993. A school council needed to be 
established by October 15, 1993. This council 
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consisting of teachers, parents, and a community 
representative was established through staff 
elections, parent elections, and a community 
volunteer. By October 15 our council for the 
1993-94 school year consisted of Sandra Esmond, 
principal; Dorothea Uniacke, Caroline Taber, 
teachers; Roberta Muse, Mary Kent, Daryl Popp 
(co-chairman), parents. This group has been 
activly learning about Fisher School in prepara- 
tion for its important work of developing an 
"Improvement Plan" as required by the regula- 
tions. 


Parent contributions continue to be an invalu- 
able resource to Fisher School. The PAC group 
concentrates its efforts in ways to enhance the 
education of their children. They brought many 
cultural events to Fisher including Scot Cannon 
(mime artist), The Secret Garden, Bill Shontz, 
Valerie Tutson, and the Red Hots. Other special 
events the PAC sponsored include the annual 
winter carnival, the family dance, and the grade 
4 breakfast. Many events are designed to raise 
money to support their events and to purchase 
things that are not available in the budget. This 
year they supported the media technology by 
purchasing expensive software. They completed 
their commitment to improving the playground by 
the construction of a playground for the kinderga- 
rteners and grade 1 students. 


1993 was very special for a group of several 
students who participated for the first time in 
Odyssey of the Mind. For several months prior to 
the March .event, these students with parent 
coaches worked to creatively solve a problem. 
Their efforts resulted in placing high enough to 
go on to the state finals. Their enthusiasm and 
positive success has led to other schools partici- 
pating in 1994. 


Volunteering at school has been a service 
provided by many parents in various parts of the 
building. They work in the media center, the 
computer lab, classrooms, and the main office. 
Volunteers teach classes in the DOCENT art 
program and the "What’s It Like" disabilities unit. 
Mrs. Esmond developed a handbook and a train- 
ing session to enhance their skills. The many 
contributions of our parents in a variety of ways 
have made the learning environment at Fisher a 
better place for staff and students. 


This year has also seen our staff working to 
learn new skills in their teaching. Teachers have 
attended many workshops in the areas of science, 
math, inclusion and literature. Many teachers 


have taken a course entitled Skillful Teacher to 
learn new teaching techniques. This education 
helps staff to better address the many varied 
needs in the classroom. 


1993 has produced many changes at Fisher. 
Staff and parents have planned well for these 
changes, and we look forward to a productive 
1994.

OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL 
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Old Post Road School

During 1993, Old Post Road School experienced 
a growing process that few schools in Massachu- 
setts have recently faced. Throughout the year, 
workers were involved in building an addition to 
the existing school which allowed the student 
population to grow by more than two hundred as 


we began the 1993-94 school year in September. 


Children who observed the construction process 
learned a great deal about building as they were 
able to watch the many aspects of our growth 
from the pouring of the foundation to the shin- 
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gling of the roof. To help our students prepare for 
our expansion, a Poet-in-Resident, Mr. Steven 
Ratiner, spent the month of February helping 
students create poetry about changes in their lives 
and the life of our school. Students explored their 
world in thought and phrase during many lessons. 
As a culmination of this program, students read 
their poetry in a schoolwide assembly and shared 
their thoughts during an anthology, aptly entitled, 
"Dig Into Poetry". 


The Seaman-Bratko Corporation of Holliston, 
under the direction of TAMS Architects of Cam- 
bridge, was responsible for building the twelve 
room addition and renovating the interior of the 
existing school. They began construction early in 
January, during one of the coldest and snowiest 
winters on record. Following the pouring of the 
foundation for our new addition, the shell and 
roof of the building were erected in early spring. 
When school ended in June, the hustle and bustle 
grew as workers renovated the existing building 
by painting walls, installing a new sprinkler 
system, and creating new blackboards. Work 
within the new addition also continued through- 
out the summer, at a fast pace as electrical wir- 
ing, painting and flooring occurred. In late 
August, the finishing touches were put in place on 
the exterior of the building with the creation of 
the parking/ driveway areas and the landscaping 
of the area immediately around the addition. 


As September began, teachers undertook the 
incredible task of moving into classrooms over a 
one weekend period. Boxes were unpacked, 
furniture was moved and dusted off, and bulletin 
board displays were created in preparation for our 
opening of school on September 8th. This incred- 
ible undertaking resulted in an educational envi 
ronment which was colorful, organized and 
inviting for the first day of school. 


Our student body of about five hundred stu- 
dents began the school year with the redistricting 
of elementary school children in Walpole. Be- 
cause new children to Old Post Road School had 
been involved in writing to children within the 
school in spring and had also visited the school, 
the foundations for friendship and positive rela- 
tionships had been established prior to the start of 
school. This involvement grew more and more in 
the fall as many cooperative activities and lessons 
were planned. Classes wore hats, buttons and 
name tags to build their identities and cohesive- 
ness. Joint lessons with students of various grade 
levels resulted in the sharing of information and 
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partnerships of children_at multi-age levels. 


While students learned about the areas of 
construction and architecture during the year, our 
overall program continued to be strong and 
vibrant. Our annual reading incentive program in 
1993 was appropriately called "Time Flies When 
You Read" that encouraged increased reading and 
enjoyment of literature. Fourth graders created 
their own terrarium using plants and soils which 
they had gathered. They have been able to 
observe the many changes in plant life and chart- 
ed the growth of their green plants. Other fourth 
graders created their own world globes using 
papier mache and pumpkins during pre-Hallo- 
ween programs. In Physical Education classes, 
students continued to learn about fitness through 
dance, movement exploration, and cooperative 
games and activities. Older children developed a 
square dance demonstration which was telecast 
during a spring telethon for the Senior Center. In 
the spring, the entire second grade class put on 
the play Charlotte’s Web for the student body, 
parents and relatives. In the fall, Grade One 
students were immersed in a study of fish and sea 
life which culminated in a visit to a model of a 
sixty foot finback whale on display in our gymna- 
sium and a field trip to the New England Aquari- 
um. 


Emphasis was placed on maintaining and 
enhancing our overall curriculum. All teachers 
introduced a new social studies program as part 
of that new curriculum. Many teachers piloted 
new series of math materials and texts. Teachers 
participated in after school, evening and weekend 
programs on topics that have been utilized within 
their classrooms. While the furthering of critical 
thinking across the curriculum has been a goal 
this year in Walpole, the Old Post Road School 
staff introduced skills such as comparing/con- 
trasting, sequencing, and discovering attributes 
using existing curriculum. 


The home-school partnership at the Old Post 
Road School continues to be very strong. Our 
PAC’s involvement in bringing cultural arts pro- 
grams to the school allowed students to be ex- 
posed to a variety of fine arts. In addition to our 
Poet-in-Residence project, our PAC maintained 
strong involvement in our Docent programs, our 
"What's It Like" disabilities awareness project, our 
annual International Week activities, and our 
traditional Field Day. Our PAC was also responsi- 
ble for bringing some excellent assembly pro- 
grams to school, including a health program titled 
Slim Goodbody, activities on building self-esteem, 


a mime program called A Gift Inside, a Native 
American demonstration, and a jump rope pro- 
gram featuring very talented high school students. 
The results of these programs have carried on to 
further fine lessons within our classrooms. 


The start of the school year in September found 
many new faces in the Old Post Road School. 
New children, new families and new teachers 
brought new perspectives, concepts and ideas. 
The enthusiasm that children had for the new 
school on September 8th has carried forward and 
flourished with the completion of our gymnasium, 
kitchen, media center, and computer room in late 
December. We now have a facility that is a 
modern, state-of-the-art elementary school of 
which all Walpole residents should be proud. 
The efforts of many individuals, including mem- 
bers of the Permanent Building Committee, the 
School Committee and Administration, and the 
Board of Selectmen are much appreciated by all 
who utilize our school. Our students’ experiences 
with us should develop a strong foundation as 
they embark on a journey through a life of learn- 
ing.

During 1993 the administration, staff and 
parents of Bird Middle School provided a school 
environment that created an encouraging climate 
for the personal growth and intellectual develop- 
ment of move than 450 students. Inspired by the 
guidelines of the National Middle School Associa- 
tion, Bird Middle School provided a positive 
school climate where educators were knowledge- 
able about and committed to pre-adolescents. It 
offered a well balanced curriculum based on the 
needs of pre-adolescents, and a full exploratory 
program. A variety of instructional strategies 
were utilized within the basic organization of 
interdisciplinary teams. Cooperative planning, 
continuous progress strategies, an increased 
emphasis on the teaching of critical thinking 
skills, integrated units of study, and evaluation 
procedures compatible with the needs of pre-adol- 
escents combined with a comprehensive advising 
and counseling program to ensure that equal 


educational opportunities were offered to all 
students based on their needs, interests, aptitudes 
and abilities. 


In addition to the annual systemwide goals and 
objectives, the faculty diligently worked on the 
implementation of a Writing Across the Curricu- 
lum Program, the investigation and incorporation 
of policies and practices that match middle-level 
education to the changing world conditions, and 
addressing the financial limitations resulting in 
decreased staff despite increased enrollment. 


Student accomplishments were highlighted by 
the participation of Todd Follett, grade 7, as Bird 


Middle School’s representative in the Annual 
National Spelling Bee; and another 7th grade 
winner in the National Geographic’s Geography 
Bee, Elizabeth Jalkut. Seventh and eighth grade 
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math students represented Bird in its third ap- 
pearance at the regional MathCounts competition 
in March. The team included Ryan Beltramini, 
Chris Cunnane, Elizabeth Jalkut, and Scott Tucker 
with Brian Dulaney, Anthony Frangie, Brent 
Grolnic, and Robert Sullivan on the alternate 
team.

This past year brought changes to the Johnson 
Middle School that reflect current research in 
middle school education and change in school 
personnel and administration. 


After five years of innovative and dedicated 
service, Principal Stephen Driscoll resigned to 
accept a position in Rhode Island. In June, 
Wayne Kive, a life long Walpole resident and 
former principal and assistant principal was 
appointed as the new principal. Mrs Dianne 
Frost, a fifth grade teacher at JMS was appointed 
as the new assistant principal. 


We have completed two plus years of changes 
in the manner that we group students for aca- 
demic subjects. We remain committed to the 
premise that students learn best when placed in 
an environment that does not predetermine their 
achievement levels and allows them to learn from 
each other. 


A number of new and pilot learning initiatives 
this past year hold a great deal of promise for 
our students. The Johnson Middle School was 
one of thirty schools in the entire country that 
was offered the opportunity to pilot STEM, a new 
math program for grade six that emphasizes 
critical thinking skills, cooperative learning 
groups, information processing skills, and pre- 
algebra skills. Grade five has been piloting a 
new multimedia science unit that utilizes the 
latest CD-ROM and computer technology in a 
theoretical exploration of outer space. In grade 
eight, a new math program is being tried this 
year and a new algebra program will debut next 
fall. 


A major change this year is the implementation 
of a new foreign language program. The new 
program changes our one year program to a two 
year program that will allow students to develop 
more proficiency in both written and spoken 
language. 


Grade five has just completed the second year 
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of D.A.R.E., a drug and substance abuse program 
that has been well received by students, parents, 
and teachers. Officer Harry Tominey of the 
Walpole Police Department has done a commend- 
able job and has plans to offer a refresher course 
for grade six. D.A.R.E. continues to be 

a major component of our overall health and drug 
aversion program. 


Our eighth graders took on the challenge of 
doing research on the life of Eleanor N. Johnson, 
our school’s namesake. On May 30, with repre- 
sentation from the Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee, a joint venture with the entire 
student body was organized to officially dedicate 
the Eleanor N. Johnson Middle School. A photo- 
graph and biography of Mrs. Johnson has been 
mounted in the school lobby. 


The coming years will put pressures on our 
school. Our enrollment has increased and is 
projected to grow substantially over the next four 
years. We face large class sizes that will impact 
programs and learning. The question of addi- 
tional staffing will have to be addressed next year. 


The future of our school will be heavily influ- 
enced by the passage of the Education Reform Act 
of 1993. It not only gives promise of increased 
state financial aid but also mandates a site-based 
management system giving the principal and the 
newly formed School Governance Council new 
powers and responsibilities. This years’ council is 
being chaired by the principal and Mrs. Mary Ann 
Hunter, a Johnson Middle School parent. The 
council has additional parent representation, 
teacher representatives, and a community repre- 
sentative meets monthly to review budgets, class 
size, curriculum proposals, and community rela- 
tions. We are fortunate to have committed parents 
and teachers to oversee our progress and to help 
us prepare students for the 21st century,

Eighty-four percent (84%) of the 
graduating class continued on to post-secondary 
education. 


The Academic Decathlon team qualified for the 
state finals for the ninth year in a row placing in 
the top ten schools, overall in the large school 
division. 


Art Students received 8 awards in the Scholastic 
Art Awards competition. Two portfolios were 
selected as semi-finalists for national scholarship 
competition. One student’s work won a Hallmark 
nomination as one of the five best pieces in the 
Massachusetts competition. Four students won 
gold keys and their work went on to National 
competition. Three students won silver keys. 


Two junior students were nominated and 
accepted to the Art All State Festival which selects 
140 outstanding high school junior art majors in 
Massachusetts. 


Two students were accepted into the High 
School Honors Class at the Museum School of Art. 
One student was accepted to Saturday Studio 
class at Boston University. 


Twelve students exhibited their work in the 
State Youth Art Month Exhibit at the Worcester 


Art Museum. 


One hundred twenty pieces were exhibited in 
Bird Park in conjunction with the "Day in the 
Park" celebration. This show was juried by the 
Walpole Arts Council and 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 
Honorable Mention ribbons were awarded in 
fifteen categories. 


Art work was exhibited in April at the Town 
Hall. 


Two students participated in a Saturday illus- 
tration course at the Art Institute - both with 
scholarships. 


An Arts Lottery Grant was obtained for a guest 
artist to work with the Art II classes. This project 
was documented and presented at the National 
Art Education Association’s National Conference 
in April in Chicago. 


Fourteen senior students had one man shows at 
the Walpole Public Library. 


Art Club members prepared covers for the Adult 
Ed. program and musical. 


One student’s work was exhibited at the Super- 


intendent’s conference held on Cape Cod during 
the fall. 
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Nine students were given art scholarships at 
graduation from a local business, Liquid Blue. 


Three Thematic exhibits of Walpole High 
School work at the Kendall Corporation in March. 
Cash awards were given to four students as voted 
by Kendall employees, three best of shows and 
one best all around (most votes). Thirty four 
students exhibited over one hundred pieces. 


Three students entered and one student was a 
finalist in the Marie Walsh Art Scholarship com- 
petition to paint in Colorado under the direction 
of three contemporary artists.

(Town Hall 660-7200) 


In July 1993 the School Committee reorganized 
and elected the following officers: Janice Young 
(Walpole) Chairman, Victor Knustgraichen (Wren- 
tham) Vice-Chairman, and Karl Lord (Medfield) 
Secretary. 


The School Committee conducts its regularly 
scheduled meetings on the third Wednesday of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. in the Committee Meet- 
ing Room. From the beginning of November until 
the end of January the Budget Sub-committee 
meets as necessary for the purpose of developing 
the budget for the following year. Other sub-com- 
mittee meetings are scheduled as needed. 


Graduation 


On June 6, 1993, 168 students graduated 
during an impressive afternoon ceremony. Wil- 


liam Vellante, Chairman of the Tri-County School 
Committee delivered the welcoming address to 
more than one-thousand guests. Music was 
provided by the Millis High School Band. 


Mary Fleming, Director of Pupil Personnel 
Services, presented scholarships and awards 
totaling more than $95,000 to deserving seniors. 
James Dow of Walpole received the Massachusetts 
Vocational Association Presidential Certificate of 
Merit, the Judith Hutchins Memorial Scholarship, 
the Epiphany Village Church Fair Scholarship and 
the Walpole Chamber of Commerce Scholarship. 


Pupil Personnel Services 


In September 1993, Tri-County welcomed 
approximately 750 students. Of that number, 54 
were Walpole residents. 


Because of the Co-operative Employment Pro- 
gram at Tri-County, 32 students started employ- 
ment in industry. At graduation, 50 percent of 
the students were working within their technical 
specialties. Approximately 34 percent of the class 
planned to attend a two or four year post-gradu- 
ate school. In addition, 11 percent planned to 
enter the military. The colleges graduates plan to 
attend include: Northeastern University, Bryant 
College, University of Massachusetts at Dartmou- 
th, Massachusetts College of Art, Wentworth 
Institute, Johnson & Wales University, and Emma- 
nuel College. 


In October, Tri-County administered the PSATs 
for the College Board. Additional testing and 


career inventories were administered for all Grade 
Nine students by the school’s Guidance Depart- 
ment. Tri-County counselors, parents, and stu- 
dents joined other area towns for a Higher Educa- 
tion Night in Medfield. 


The Pupil Personnel Department developed 
evening programs for 92-93 centered around the 
theme "Adjusting to School." The Guidance De- 
partment continued its Peer Helpers Program to 
assist with school adjustment and to introduce the 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL to junior high school stu- 
dents in the community. The department contin- 
ued its programs on preparing for college with the 
assistance of Dean Junior College Financial Aid 
Administrators and Admissions Counselors. 
Tri-County hosted two Career Days for grade eight 
students and held evening Open House Nights for 
parents. 


Tri-County joined with five other area high 
schools (Framingham, Newton, Assabet, Minute- 
man, Keefe Tech.) to establish Metro West Tech. 
Prep. This concept has been referred to by nation- 
al Personnel Department developed evening 
programs for the academic year 1992-93 centered 
around the theme "Adjusting to School." The 
Guidance Department continued its Peer Helpers 
Program to assist with school adjustment and to 
introduce the technical scam, Newton, Assabet, 
Minuteman, and Keefe Tech.) to establish Metro 
West Tech. Prep. This concept has been referred 
to by national business and educational leaders as 
one of the most exciting initiatives in education. 
The primary function of the Tech Prep is comple- 
tion of their high school work, students will be 
awarded credits according to the articulated 
agreement. 
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Currently, nine students are involved in a 
pre-engineering program. They attend college 
classes on Saturdays; classes are taught by college 
professors from Wentworth, Northeastern, and 
Mass. Bay Community College. Students enrolled 
in this Tech Pre-engineering Program will com- 
plete four college-level courses with college credit 
given by any of the above institutions. 


Academic Programs 


During the 1992-93 school year there were 
several changes made in the academic offerings at 
Tri-County. All grade 11 and 12 students now 
have two periods of math during their academic 
cycle. The school recognizes that its graduates 
are going to work in an increasingly technological 
workplace and mastery of basic skills is a mini- 
mum requirement for success on the job. Ad- 
vancements and promotions will be earned by 
those who can use and apply more advanced 
reasoning, communication, and computation 
abilities. 


Fundamentals of Technology, a new course was 
implemented this year for all Grade nine students. 
Fundamentals of Technology teaches aspects of 
personal and shop safety as well as trade-specific 
information regarding the use of hand and power 
tools, fasteners, and other pertinent information. 


There has been an increased emphasis placed 
upon the academic program at Tri-County, as it 
has become clear that the academic requirements 
of today’s technological workplace demand it. 


Career/Technical Programs 


Wherever possible, the career and technical 
programs have made every effort to simulate real 
work experience by providing service to district 
town agencies, civic organizations and residents. 


The Auto Body and Auto Repair Programs have 
upgraded their curricular and equipment in an 
effort to stay abreast of technical advances in the 
automotive industry. The Automotive Department 
has acquired a new information access system 
consisting of a 486 computer with super VGA 
graphics and a CD ROM system. All technical 
information will be on compact discs that can be 
accessed by students in 20 seconds. The new CD 
system will replace the bulky and awkward paper 
manuals presently in use. This method is now in 
use in many automotive dealerships. The auto 
repair program will renew its ASE Master Certifi- 
cation from the National Automotive Technician 


Education Foundation, Inc. (NATEF) for the 93-94 
school year. This certification is nationally recog- 
nized and considered to be the highest achieve- 
ment known in the automotive industry. 


CAD/CAM, Computer Aided Drafting/Machini- 
ng, has been added to the machine shop curricu- 
lum. With this new equipment, students have the 
opportunity to learn CNC machinery programming 
and automated machining. A classroom has been 
set up with individual computers and "Master 
Cam" software connected to a CNC Automated 
Milling Machine. The students use this system to 
write programs that control automated machinery. 


The Child Care Laboratory Nursery School 
continues to attract large numbers of toddlers and 
preschoolers from our district towns. The Frank- 
lin Fire Department has helped children in the 
program observe National Fire Prevention Week in 
October. The teachers and students are looking 
forward to community involvement as the school 
year proceeds. All members of the Tri-County 
District are encouraged to drop by to view the 
High School Training Program in action. 


The Commercial Art Program has expanded its 
desktop Publishing facilities with the purchase of 
additional hardware/software. There are now 16 
Mackintosh work stations with the latest software 
for Graphic Design and Computer graphics. This 
program is now offered to students from the 
Graphic Arts Program. 


The Cosmetology Program is in its second year 
of expansion. The new salon, built last year, 
provides for an additional 25 students to enter the 
program. The program provides students with 
1000 hours of instruction to prepare them for 
state licensing in hairdressing. Facial and mani- 
cures along with hair care continue to make this 
a popular program for area residents. The clinic 
is open to members of the community during the 
school year. 


Culinary Arts has added a state-of-the-art rack 
rotary oven that will allow students to produce a 
large volume of baked goods. The oven uses a 
steam injection process that creates a hard crust 
on special breads. Gerry’s Place has a new coat of 
paint and new chairs are on order. Gerry's Place, 
the student operated restaurant and bake shop, is 
open to the public during the school year. 


Electronic Technology has added consumer 
product service to their curriculum which will 
provide additional jobs for students in the elec- 


tronics field. New electronics trainees are now 
assisting in the instruction of DC, AC, semicon- 
ductor and microprocessor technology. 


Graphic Arts has provided their printing service 
to town halls, police and fire departments, as well 
as many nonprofit organizations throughout the 
Tri-County District. 


Students receive realistic career training in 
banking by working at the Dean Cooperative Bank 
located at Tri-County. The branch is open to the 
public during the school year for all banking 
services. Along with marketing and banking 
instruction, students enrolled in this program are 
mastering skills in computerized accounting, word 
processing and Lotus 1-2-3. 


Medical Careers continue to attract many 
students in this state certified Nursing Assistant 
Program. The course provides students with skills 
to work in a variety of medical settings. The 
course combines both classroom instruction and 
on-site clinical experience in many of the district 
nursing homes. 


The Welding Curriculum now includes training 
in stainless steel and aluminum welding of pipe. 
Students with this knowledge, according to the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers (AS- 
ME) code, will be able to find employment within 
the Nuclear Power Industry. 


Continuing Education Program 


The Continuing Education Program has enrolled 
725 students for the 1992-93 school year. Gour- 
met cooking, Low Fat Cooking, Electronics II, 
Introduction to Computers, Introduction to Com- 
puter Aided Machining (CAM) are new offerings 
this year that compliment the other twenty voca- 
tional/technical programs offered in the evening 
to area residents. 


The Continuing Education Division has expand- 
ed the Cosmetology Program by offering the 
opportunity for residents to attend during the 
school day. The program, which has a separate 
salon, is entering its second successful year. 


Athletics 


The 1992-93 athletic teams produced the most 
successful programs in the history of the school. 
with a 500 record. A young soccer team finished 
with its largest group of underclassmen participat- 
ing. 
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The Fall saw the first banner produced by the 
Girls Volleyball Team with an impressive 9 and 1 
inter-divisional record. Cross Country and Foot- 
ball both finished with a .500 record. 


The Winter.season produced two more banners 
in Girls Basketball and Wrestling. The Wrestling 
Team won the newly formed Mayflower Wrestling 
League Championship, while the Girls Basketball 
Team produced its first-ever banner. The Boys 
Basketball Team finished with an impressive 16 
and 4 record. The Cheerleading Team continued 
to show their spirit for the Winter Team. 


The Spring teams continued with tremendous 


athletic participation. Both the Baseball and 
Track & Field Teams had very competitive seasons 
with many underclassmen returning. The Girls 
Softball Team finished with a 12 and 8 record 
and a strong showing in the State Tournament 
against Westport.

As we move into 1993, continuing to provide 
for the educational needs of our students, we wish 
to thank District residents for their support and 
cooperation. We intend to maintain the highest 
educational standards that have earned Tri-Cou- 
nty that support in the past.

Norfolk County Agricultural High School is a 
four-year regional high school providing high 
quality technical programs in horticulture, arbor- 
iculture, natural resources, laboratory animal 
technology, pet store operations, dog grooming, 
equine studies, diesel and gasoline equipment 
operations, maintenance and repair, production 
animal science, aquaculture, and environmental 
studies. 


The School serves residents of the twenty-eight 
municipalities, including Walpole, which comprise 
Norfolk County on a tuition free basis. Non-res- 
idents of Norfolk County are also eligible to apply, 
if comparable program is not offered in their 
home district. They are assessed a tuition which 
is usually paid by the student’s home school 
district. The School is located on Route 1A in 
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Walpole, the geographic center of Norfolk County, 
and is reached from most communities within 
thirty minutes. 


The school is fully accredited by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges and 
is fully approved by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education. All students participate in 
both technical and academic programs every day. 
The School observes the same school vacations 
and holidays traditionally followed in local school 
districts. Norfolk County Agricultural High School 
was founded in 1916 and is one of the first 
regional vocational/technical public high schools 
established in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


Students at Norfolk have a rare opportunity to 


meet and to grow with boys and girls not only 
from their local neighborhoods, but from many 
communities. This opportunity to share the 
experiences and backgrounds of students other 
than those of their home towns is truly a broaden- 
ing and educational experience. 


Norfolk County Agricultural High School is 
situated on a two-site campus in suburban Wal- 
pole. The first of these sites is Hilltop Farm, a 
150-acre tract nestled at the convergence of the 
towns of Walpole, Dover, and Westwood. Nor- 
folk’s main campus occupies another 150 acres 
conveniently situated on Route 1A, one and 
one-half miles from Walpole Center. 


The Animal Science Building, completed in 
1984, houses the dog grooming laboratory, the 
laboratory animal facility, the dairy technology 
laboratory, the meat cutting and meat processing 
laboratory, and the aquarium, pet store laborato- 
ries. The School has its own outdoor horse riding 
ring, a traditional red barn which is home for 
twenty dairy cows, a handsome twelve stall horse 
barn, and a huge livestock facility for its beef 
herds, swine, and flocks of sheep. 


The Plant Science Complex was placed in 
service in the autumn of 1988 and is the School’s 
most recently completed building project. Clean, 
modern architectural lines and comfortable class- 
room furnishings and equipment provide an ideal 
learning environment. The spatial design and 
generous use of glass and other contemporary 
building materials combine in continuity with the 
lawns, fields and woodlands which are the natural 
subject matter for students of landscape architec- 
ture, arboriculture, floral design, greens keeping, 
greenhouse management, and wildlife manage- 
ment. The main complex houses four energy 
efficient greenhouses, a floral design laboratory, 
a soils science laboratory, a landscape drafting 
laboratory, several large instructional classrooms, 
and conference facilities. Attached to the main 
complex by a covered walkway is an arboriculture 
facility which shelters much of the complex 
equipment used in the arboriculture, natural 
resources, and landscaping industries such as the 
portable sawmill, spraying machinery, landscaping 
tractors, backhoes, Bobcat tractors, and industrial 
riding mowers. The Agricultural Mechanics 
Building, thoroughly renovated in 1984, has a 
classic exterior with bright, colorful, modern, fully 
equipped shops and laboratories. It houses the 
heavy equipment and machinery repair laboratory, 
the small engine shop, the welding laboratory, the 
carpentry shop, the masonry and construction 


shops. 


The first level of the Cafeteria/Media Building 
houses the student cafeteria, which overlooks the 
horse ring and the athletic field. The second level 
houses the computer laboratory, the print and 
non-print media centers, and faculty offices. 


The Academic Building, a long one-story struc- 
ture, was completed in 1966. In 1984 its chemis- 
try, physics, and biology laboratories were exten- 
sively renovated and re-equipped, and are the 
finest available. The School’s gymnasium is 
located here and includes a full automated divid- 
er, boys’ and girls’ modern locker rooms, and a 
weight training room. 


The Administration Building, the School’s 
original building, is a classic old building with 
peaked roofs and ivied walls. It houses the 
School Nurse, pupil personnel offices, resource 
rooms, conference rooms, the School’s printing 
and copy center, and administrative offices. 


TECHNICAL PROGRAMS 

Half of each student’s day is devoted to techni- 
cal programs. These programs are offered by the 
School’s Animal Science and Marine Science, 
Plant and Environmental science, and Agricultural 
Mechanics Departments. Grade 9 students learn 
the fundamental competencies and skills relating 
to each of these departments. Grade 10 students 
begin to specialize in special interest areas and 
grade 11 and 12 students select one program and 
concentrate their studies in it. 

The Plant and Environmental Science Depart- 
ment presents programs in Floriculture, Landscap- 
ing, Arboriculture, Nursery Operations, Ornamen- 
tal Horticulture and Environmental Science. 

The Floriculture program is intended for stu- 
dents who are interested in pursuing higher 
education or careers such as floral designer, 
florist, fresh flower buyer for supermarkets, 
wholesale flower broker, greenhouse technician, 
greenhouse manager, botanical garden assistant, 
interior plantscape technician, greenhouse equip- 
ment technician, seed and plant salespersons. 

The program in Landscape develops those skills 
necessary for students either to pursue further 
professional education beyond high school or to 
enter careers as a professional landscaper, land- 
scape designer, landscape nursery worker, garden 
center manager, garden supply salesperson, lawn 
specialist, greens worker, golf course superinten- 
dent, or operator of heavy equipment such as 
bulldozers and front-end loaders. 

The Arboriculture and Environmental Science 
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Programs appeal to students who intend to pursue 
further education or to enter careers in occupa- 
tions as an arborist, wildlife specialist, conserva- 
tion technician, pollution control technician, 
water conservationist, wholesale timber buyer, 
wood products salesperson, construction materials 
salesperson, fish and game warden, camping and 
outdoor recreation supply salesperson and park 
ranger. 

Ornamental Horticulture prepares students to 
continue their education or go directly to work in 
a wide variety of greenhouse industry occupations 
which deal with the growth and marketing of 
plants and flowers. 

The Animal Science Department offers pro- 
grams in Canine Science, Pet Shop Management, 
Equine Science, Small Animal Technology, and 
Veterinary Assistant. 

Careers or further education in veterinary 
clinics, animal hospitals, animal laboratories and 
the bio-tech field, kennels, grooming shops, 
stables, the racing industry, pet stores, aviculture 
and equitation await the student who majors in 
those areas of Animal Science. 

Programs in Marine and Freshwater Ecology, 
Farm Management and Dairy and Livestock 
Management are also available in the Animal and 
Marine Science Department. These areas present 
the opportunity for post secondary education and 
careers in aquaculture, environmental programs, 
dairy products processing, ice cream production, 
meat cutting, and the production and processing 
of animal products for food. 

The Agricultural Mechanics program teaches a 
wide variety of skills utilized in major fields 
offered in the Plant and Animal Science Depart- 
ment. The Mechanical Sciences Department 
offers its own majors in Equipment operations, 
equipment repair and servicing and mechanics 
and construction. 

Students specializing in Agricultural Mechanics 
may pursue further education or enter careers in 
the fields of diesel and gasoline mechanics, lawn 
mower and small engine repair, welding, bulldoz- 
er, front end loader and back hoe operator and 
repair person. 


COOPERATIVE WORK EXPERIENCE PROGRAM 
The Cooperative Work Experience Program 
(CWEP) is a program whereby students in Grades 
11 and 12 participate in a work experience 
project in agriculture with an employer approved 
by the school or have an individual ownership 
project. The actual conditions of employment or 
individual ownership project are indicated in a 
Memorandum of Agreement signed by the stu- 
dent, parent, employer and the school official 
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assigned to approve the program. 


ACADEMICS 

Half of each day is devoted to academic studies. 
Students are placed in academic courses accord- 
ing to their ability to meet course requirements. 
All students take English, Mathematics, United 
States History, Sciences, Health, Physical Educa- 
tion World Geography, and Environmental Sci- 
ence. For the college-bound, courses in algebra, 
geometry, physics, biology, chemistry, SAT prepa- 
ration, language arts, and literature are available. 


ATHLETICS 

Norfolk fields teams in soccer, volleyball, cheer- 
leading and has teams in both boys’ and girls’ 
basketball and cross country. During recent 
seasons, Norfolk competed in state tournaments in 
boys’ basketball and girls’ volleyball. Norfolk is a 
member of the Mayflower League. All students 
are encouraged to participate in the athletic 
program. Special late buses are available to 
athletes. 


HEALTH SERVICES 

A full-time school nurse is on duty in the 
School’s fully equipped and comfortable infirmary. 
The School is located only minutes away from 
Norwood Hospital, north on Route 1A and from 
Southwood Community Hospital, south on Route 
1A in Walpole. The School is served by consult- 
ing physicians, and several staff members are 
licensed EMT’s. Preventive health education pro- 
grams such as those conducted by the President’s 
Council on Physical Fitness, the Governor’s Alli- 
ance Against Drug Abuse, and the Massachusetts 
Safety Council supplement the School’s health 
program. 


FOOD SERVICES 

Norfolk’s dining room prepares and serves 
satisfying, delicious, and healthful hot lunches 
every day. Meats, fruits, milk, and vegetables are 
produced on the School’s campus and are of the 
finest and freshest quality possible. The School’s 
outdoor programs generate hearty appetites which 
the dining room’s generous portions and savory 
menus aim to please. Norfolk participates in the 
federal school lunch program, and all eligible 
students are entitled to free or reduced-price 
lunches. 


THE MEDIA CENTER 

The Media Center, housed in the Library, is a 
thoroughly modern depository of both print and 
non-print materials. Its collection of agricultural 
books, periodicals, and pamphlets is second in the 


State only to that of the University of Massachu- 
setts. In addition to its collection of films, audio 
tapes, slides, film strips, video tapes, and transpar- 
encies, the Center is fully equipped with modern 
video, film, laser disks and audio equipment. 


EQUESTRIAN DRILL TEAM 

The Equestrian Drill Team is a voluntary group 
of students who are interested in precision eques- 
trian skills. Students become skilled in split-sec- 
ond equestrian maneuvers. Members of the Team 
develop full mastery over their mounts and are 
dedicated to the over-all performance of the 
Team. 


GUIDANCE 

Two full-time professional guidance counselors 
are accessible to provide academic, personal and 
occupational counseling to students. Counselors 
are available to support students as they attempt 
to deal with their concerns about program and 
career selection, daily academic performance, 
PSAT and SAT preparations, study skills, peer 
pressures, and family relations. 

In addition to certification in their subject 
specialties, several other members of the instruc- 
tional staff are certified school guidance counsel- 
ors. Norfolk Aggie’s entire staff is highly respon- 
sive in supporting and encouraging each student 


to feel comfortable and successful as a member of 
the school community. The small enrollment of 
the school is particularly helpful in that regard. 


COLLEGE PLACEMENT 

Norfolk provides a substantial academic pro- 
gram which gives interested students a sound 
preparation for a college career. Each year an 
increasing number of Norfolk’s graduates enroll in 
two or four-year colleges. 


CAREER PLACEMENTS 

Norfolk maintains an active network of contacts 
within the industries allied with the School’s 
technical programs. Florists, greenhouses, park 
departments, pet stores, kennels, aquariums, lawn 
and garden centers, research laboratories, food 
processing plants, construction equipment and 
tractor service corporations, supermarkets, horse 
ranches and stables, and animal hospitals are 
representative of the kinds of employers who 
actively compete for Norfolk’s skilled students and 
graduates. Norfolk maintains an active bank of 
qualified employers with whom our students may 
be placed part-time during the school year or 
full-time during the summers and upon gradua- 
tion. Over 98.5% of graduates electing to enter 
careers directly upon commencement have been 
successfully placed.

The Fiscal Review Committee is an adhoc 
committee created under Article 1 of the Annual 
Town Meeting of April 15, 1992. The purpose of 
the committee is to review the financial operation 
of Walpole and make recommendations from their 
review and studies. 


Briefly, the following conclusions summa- 
rize the recommendations provided in a report 
given in 1993. 

- Walpole’s Selectmen must direct the person or 
persons best equipped to cut budgets, if necessary, 
in order to bring spending in line with our cur- 
rent revenue stream. 

- Significantly broaden the level of departmental- 
line item information provided to Walpole’s Town 
Meeting Members. 


- Planning and zoning should become progressive 

toward ideas from property owners that will 
increase property value and taxability while 
retaining the community’s integrity, in order to 
enhance the tax-base of the community. 


- Planning and zoning must strive to keep pace 
with changing family sizes, domicile requirements, 
land area requirements, economic, environmental 
and social factors, and conduct their business 
cognizant of these ever changing variables. 

- Insurance requirements should be extensively 
re-evaluated each year. 

- Revitalize the Insurance Advisory Committee 
placing emphasis on recruiting members with 
insurance industry backgrounds.

The Finance Committee, appointed by the Town 
Moderator, is empowered by Town Charter to 
advise the 150 Town Meeting Representatives 
elected from seven precincts as to its studied 
judgement on all articles and budgets. The 
Committee is comprised of 15 volunteer men and 
women of diverse backgrounds, thus allowing for 
common sense as well as sound fiscal judgement. 


The Committee held, on the first workday of 
the new year, the annual "budget day”. It brought 
Department Heads, Municipal and School Admin- 
istrators, Selectmen and Fincom members togeth- 
er at the main Town Hall meeting room to hear 
the full budget message of the town, ask ques- 
tions and in general observe the "bigger picture." 


The Committee continues to strive for balanced 
budgets. Several discussion sessions were held 
asking the question, "What is our vision of Wal- 
pole" and how does that apply to the budgets. 


These discussions ranged from how to assist with 
the Soccer Field Program, the desirability of in- 
town sludge treatment, the desirability of expand- 
ing the existing sludge facility to allow other 
towns to help defray costs. 


The Committee embarked on a visitation to 
each school in town and met with the Adminis- 
trators of each to review their budget needs first 
hand. 


The Committee continues to endeavor to ac- 
quire as much citizen input as possible and 
undertake a cooperative effort to obtain this input 
through a published survey in the Walpole Times. 
Results of this poll are being used to influence 
decisions of the Committee. 


The Committee meets on Mondays and 
Thursdays, prior to town meetings, at the Town 
Hall, and as required by its duties at other times.

The Capital Budget Committee was Established 
by a vote of the 1971 Annual Town Meeting, the 
composition was amended on April 6, 1987 as 
follows: 


There shall be a Capital Budget Committee of 
seven voters, two of whom shall be members of 
the Finance Committee chosen by it, one of whom 
shall be a member of the Planning Board chosen 
by it, and four of whom shall be appointed by the 
Moderator. 


Under Article 2 of the 1993 Fall Annual Town 
Meeting, the composition of the committee was 
again changed in order to have a full committee. 
The makeup of the committee is now one member 
of the Appropriation Committee, one member of 
the Planning Board and five members appointed 
by the Moderator. 


CAPITAL PROJECT 
DEFINITION 
A capital project is generally considered to be a 


physical betterment or item of equipment having 
a substantial useful life (in excess of four years) 


the total cost of which exceeds $5,000. 


It can be more specifically defined as a non-rec- 
urring expenditure, financed in whole or in part 
by town funds for the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, replacement, major repair, extension or other 
improvement of a public building, highway, 
sidewalk, storm drain, sewer, installation, vehicle 
equipment, bridge, playground, land, park or like, 
and public works or other facility, structure or 
utility appurtenant. 


The Capital Budget Committee shall consider all 
matters relating to proposed expenditures of 
money by the town for capital projects, and may 
make recommendations to the Town Board, 
Officer or Committee, related to such matters. 


The various town boards, officers, and commit- 
tees charged with the expenditures of town 
money shall, at a reasonable time before the end 
of each calendar year, prepare detailed estimates 
of the amounts deemed by them advisable for the 
town to expend for capital projects annually for a 
period up to six years as determined by the 
Capital Budget Committee. Together, these 
estimates, with explanatory statements providing 
such additional information about each proposed 
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capital project as reasonably may be requested by 
the Capital Budget Committee are submitted for 
review. 


The Capital Budget Committee shall duly 
consider the same and may confer with said town 
boards, officers and committees, and hold hear- 
ings, if they deem it advisable. The committee 
shall report to and meet with the Appropriation 
Committee before preparing its final report. The 
Committee shall make a report annually of the 
matters so considered by it with recommendations 
or suggestions relative thereto, and their said 
report shall be published and distributed, as part 
of the annual report of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


For the purpose of this committee, a "capital 
project" shall be: (1) an expenditure, financed in 
whole or in part by Town funds, for the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, replacement, major repair, 


extension, or other imiprovement of a public 
building, highway, sidewalk, storm drain, sewer- 
age installation, bridge, playground, park or like 
public works, or a facility, structure or utility 
appurtenant to any of them; or (2) an expendi- 
ture, similarly financed, for the purchase of land, 
an item of equipment, buildings or structures. 


For the second consecutive year, there have 
been almost no funds appropriated for capital 
budget items. This lack of funding has put the 
town many years behind schedule in trying to 
maintain the infrastructure of the Town of Wal- 
pole. 


It is the opinion of this committee that a long 
term funding plan be developed and implemented 
to finance the, already in place, five year Capital 
Budget Plan. Without proper financing, our 
roads, buildings and equipment will continue to 
deteriorate.

At a special Town Meeting, held on April 
29, 1970, the Town of Walpole voted to establish 
a local Historical Commission, as outlined by 
Section 8D, Chapter 40 of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts General Laws as regarding estab- 
lishing local Historical Commissions. The Com- 
mission consists of five regular members and 
three associate members appointed by the Wal- 
pole Board of Selectmen. 


The Walpole Historical Commission is an 
agent of the local government. Our most impor- 
tant goal is the preservation of the community’s 
historic places. The purpose of the Walpole 
Historical Commission is to work toward this goal 
by planning for and implementing programs for 
the identification, evaluation and protection of 
Walpole’s historic resources. 


The Commission also coordinates with 
other local groups whose interests involve history 
or historic preservation, such as the Walpole 
Historic Society, Walpole Public Library and the 
Walpole Public Schools that often have interests 
similar to those of the Commission in fostering 
pride in community identity. The Commission 
serves as a liaison between these groups and the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission on matters 
pertaining to historic preservation programs. 
Finally, it is the local commission’s mandate to be 
the local municipal "watchdog" for State and 
Federal preservation agencies, alerting them to 
local preservation issues. 


Our Commission meetings are open to the 
public and are held on the fourth Wednesday of 


the month (except July and August) at 7:30 PM in 
the Deacon Lewis House. We urge any citizen of 
Walpole who has an interest in historical preser- 
vation and wishes to join the Commission, to 
apply to the Walpole Board of Selectmen.

The Walpole Historical Society was incorporat- 
ed by the Commonwealth on May 23, 1898. The 


by-laws state: "The objects of the Society are to 
preserve and perpetuate the history of the Town 
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of Walpole, in Mass., and to collect, hold, and 
preserve documents, books, memoirs, curiosities 
and all other matters, relating to its history and 
the publication of periodicals, tracts and pam- 
phlets devoted to or treating of historical sub- 
jects;..." 


The Deacon Willard Lewis House, located at 33 
West Street, facing the Town Common, is the 
permanent home of the Walpole Historical Soci- 
ety. The members, together with its Executive 
Board and the Board of Directors are dedicated to 
the preservation of local history and artifacts. 


After the Societies organization, it was inactive 
for a number of years, during which time its 
belongings were stored at the Town Library. 
Reactivated in the early 1960’s, meetings take 
place in September, November, February and

April, with special sessions or programs otherwise 
held during the year.

Conservation Commissions are established by 
cities and towns by authority granted in Massa- 
chusetts General Law for the promotion, preserva- 
tion, and protection of the local natural resources 
and watershed resources. The Conservation 
Commission has jurisdiction in applying and 
enforcing the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection 
Act and the town of Walpole Wetland Bylaw. 


The Walpole Conservation Commission has 
seven full members and one associate member. 
The Conservation Commission encourages any 
citizen interested in becoming a member to 
contact the Conservation Commission or the 
Board of Selectmen. Members of the Commission 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen for 
staggered three year terms. As a member of the 
Commission, one will attend hearings scheduled 
on the second and fourth Wednesday of each 
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month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. Between 
meetings, members familiarize themselves with 
pending projects and conduct site visits. The 
Commission deals with many important environ- 
mental issues, and works actively in the preserva- 
tion of open space and the protection of wetlands 
and water resources. The Commission was able 
to hire a part-time agent this year who has been 
able assist the members in defining and locating 
wetlands on different projects . The agent is also 
available to help anyone who has questions 
regarding proposed projects and work with other 
town boards when required. 


PRESERVATION OF OPEN SPACE - The Town 
of Walpole has over 125 parcels of Conservation 
land, totalling approximately 1028 acres of land. 
There are also approximately 1037 acres of State 
Restricted Wetlands within the Town of Walpole, 


some of which is conservation land. These con- 
servation areas provide important aquifer protec- 
tion, habitat for wildlife and protect the ecological 
diversity of both the flora and fauna within 
Walpole. The Conservation Commission controls 
the conservation property and it is their responsi- 
bility to regulate, manage, and promote these 
conservation areas for passive recreational use. 
Some key acquisitions by the Conservation Com- 
mission include the Pinnacle, Cedar Swamp, 
Cobbs Pond, Turner Pond, Clarks Pond, Allen 
Dam, and Elm Street conservation areas. The 
Commission recently received a lot on the unde- 
veloped portion of Cedar Street dating back to the 
old City Mills subdivision from Mrs. Harriet 
Oberg. The lot is composed of parcels E15-839, 
840, 841, 842, 843 and 844. 


The TriPartite agreement between the Conser- 
vation Commission, Omega Associates and the 
Soccer Association has moved forward and has 
been approved by the Legislature. Final passage 
of papers should be accomplished in the spring of 
1994. This agreement provides much needed 
space for soccer fields and a walking trail along 
Bird Pond and the Neponset River as well as some 
important parcels along Traphole Brook. Conser- 
vation land acquisitions are otherwise accom- 
plished by purchases, gift of land donations, tax- 
title transfer and placement of conservation land 
restrictions. Conservation land is preserved in its 
natural state and may be used for passive recre- 
ation such as nature trails. These conservation 
areas also provide areas for educational programs, 
bird watching, cross-country skiing, and canoeing. 
There are several conservation parcels throughout 
the town that provide trail systems for the public. 
Trail maps are available at the Conservation 
Commission and the Town Clerk’s Office. Inter- 
ested citizens are encouraged to use the conserva- 
tion lands and to volunteer their time in helping 
the Town maintain these areas. 


PROTECTION OF WATER RESOURCES - Under 
the Wetland Protection Act, M.G.L. Chapter 131, 
Section 40, the Conservation Commission can 
regulate any activity such as dredging, filling, 
removing, or altering a wetland. By regulating 
these activities, the Commission is protecting 
eight important interests of wetlands: protection 
of public and private water supply and groundwa- 
ter supply; the enhancement of flood control and 
storm damage prevention, the prevention of 
pollution, protection of fisheries and shellfish, and 
the protection of wildlife habitat. The Town of 
Walpole has also enacted and adopted its own 
Town Wetland Bylaw which is similar in content 


to the Massachusetts statute, but its intent is to 
allow the Commission to create more restrictive 
Orders of Conditions if the project warrants such 
protection. There is one public hearing that 
addresses both the Town Bylaw and Massachu- 
setts statute in connection with each filing and 
application submitted. 


Any person intending to do work within a 
wetland resource area or within 100 feet from the 
wetlands (referred to as the 100 foot buffer zone) 
must file either a Notice of Intent or a Request for 
a Determination of Applicability with the Conser- 
vation Commission. A public hearing will be held 
within 21 days of receipt of the filing to discuss 
the project. At the close of the public hearing, 
the Commission will vote to approve or deny the 
wetland filing. If the project is approved, an 
Order of Conditions will be issued by the conser- 
vation commission to regulate the activities. The 
D.E.P. (formerly D.E.Q.E.) signs seen around the 
Town at construction sites indicate that there has 
been an Order of Conditions issued by the Conser- 
vation Commission and approved by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection. If a person 
intends to work within the 100 foot buffer zone 
and is uncertain whether the activities constitute 
a filing, they should first contact the conservation 
office for a determination. The Commission is 
empowered by the Wetland Protection Act to issue 
Enforcement Orders and/or levy fines against 
individuals who fail to file with the Conservation 
Commission for work near or within wetlands. 


In 1993, the Conservation Commission reviewed 
approximately 61 new filings for various projects 
throughout the Town, while monitoring the 
construction of past filings. As larger parcels of 
buildable upland become scarce in Walpole, 
increased pressure is placed on buffer zone work 
and work adjacent to and within wetlands. This 
process significantly increasing the responsibility 
of the Conservation Commission to see that 
further development is conducted in the best 
interests of the environment and the Town of 
Walpole. 


The Conservation Commission will continue 
working on updating the Town of Walpole Open 
Space Plan of 1987 and encourages any citizen 
interested in preparing the update to contact the 
Conservation Commission. The Commission will 
also be working on the adoption of a "No Net Loss 
of Wetlands Policy" for the Town. The Commis- 
sion is attempting to identify and propose signifi- 
cant environmentally valuable resource areas, 
which include wetlands for ACEC (Areas of Criti- 
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cal and Environmental Concern) designation. 
They have also been approached to join the Bay 
Circuit Trail, by mapping out and connecting trail 
systems with surrounding towns to form the 
"Emerald Necklace," from Plum Island to Duxbury. 
The Commission has also worked on the identifi- 
cation and eventual certification of valuable 
vernal pools within the town. Once again, any 
person interested in lending a hand to the Com- 
mission should contact the Conservation Office. 


The Conservation Commission has had a suc- 
cessful year in meeting its goals. Strict enforce- 
ment of the Wetland Protection Act, preservation 
of open space, land acquisitions, protection of 
groundwater and surface water, and preservation 
of conservation lands were all goals addressed 
this year. The Commission will continue in their 
efforts to promote the Town’s natural resources 
and will look forward to serving the environmen- 
tal needs of the community in 1994.

The Town Clerk’s Office is the principal record 
collection, storage and maintenance department 
of the town. It has the responsibility of issuing 
licenses such as marriage, fishing, pet licenses, 
etc., and collection of the related fees. It is also 
responsible for census taking and reporting. 


The Town Clerk’s office is the depository for 
Planning Board applications and Board of Appeals 
filings with the legal timetable monitoring re- 
quirements associated with such applications and 
filings to ensure compliance with Town Bylaws 
and State laws. 


Records of Town Meeting proceedings are kept 


by the Town Clerk. These records, along with 
several other kinds of records, such as voting and 
census, are appropriately reported within the 
Town and to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
and/or the Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth as required by Massachusetts State Law. 


The Town Clerk’s Office, beyond all of its 
formal and legal responsibilities, is the "front 
door" to town government where citizens or 
others having business with the town get their 
first directions on whom to see or where to go to 
get information or action for any particular prob- 
lem they may have.

CAPITAL BUDGET COMMITTEE 

COMPOSITION 


The Capital Budget Committee was Established by a vote of 
the 1971 Annual Town Meeting. The composition of the commit- 
tee was amended on April 6, 1987 as follows: 


There shall be a Capital Budget Committee of seven voters, 
two of whom shall be members of the Finance Committee chosen 
by it, one of whom shall be a member of the Planning Board chosen 
by it, and four of whom shall be appointed by the Moderator. 


CAPITAL PROJECT DEFINITION 

A capital project is generally considered to be a physical 
betterment or item of equipment having a substantial useful life (in 
excess of four years) the total cost of which exceeds $5,000. 


Itcan be more specifically defined as a non-recurring expen- 
diture, financed in whole or in part by town funds for the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, replacement, major repair, extension or other 
improvementof a public building, highway, sidewalk, storm drain, 
sewer, installation, vehicle equipment, bridge, playground, land, 
park or lake, and public works or other facility, structure or utility 
appurtenant. 
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COMMITTEE CHARGE 

The Capital Budget Committee shall consider all matters 
relating to proposed expenditures of money by the Town for capital 
projects, and may make recommendations to the Town Board, 
Officer or Committee, related to such matters. 


The various Town Boards, officers, and Committees 
charged with the expenditures of Town money shall, at a reason- 
able time before the end of each calendar year, prepare detailed 
estimates of the amounts deemed by them advisable for the Town 
to expend for capital projects annually for a period up to six years 
as determined by the Capital Budget Committee, together with 
explanatory statements providing such additional information 
about each proposed capital project as reasonably may be re- 
quested by the Capital Budget Committee. 


The Capital Budget Committee shall duly consider the same 
and may confer with said Town Boards, Officers and Committees, 
and hold hearings, if they deem it advisable. The Committee shall 
report to and meet with the Appropriation Committee before 
preparing its final report. The Committee shall make a report 
annually of the matters so considered by it with recommendations 
Or suggestions relative thereto, and their said report shall be 
published and distributed, as part of the annual report of the 
Appropriations Committee.

A custom truck has a life expectancy of about 20 years while a 
commercial truck will last 10 to 15 years with proper maintenance.

(ENGINE 4) This truck is in front line service 
today.

The 1993 Legislative Year saw the pas- 
sage of many pieces of legislation that will greatly 
benefit the Town of Walpole. Among those were: 


bs The Soccer Field Land Swap Bill, co- 
sponsored by Senator Walsh, allowed the town to 
swap 17 acres of conservation land for land more 
suitable to develop several much-needed soccer 
fields in Walpole.

s The repaving and reconstruction project 
along Route 1. This $1 Million project will 
reconstruct large sections of sidewalk on Route 1. 
Funding for the project has been approved and 
bids will go out this spring. 


x State funding for the Old Post Road 
School expansion project. Senator Walsh worked 
to ensure that sixty-three percent of the $3.4 
million dollar project will be funded by the state. 


be Senator Walsh continued to fight against 
the landfill and for the people of Walpole, until 
the Federal Court ultimately agreed to allow the 
sludge to be shipped to an out-of-state location. 


- Senator Walsh also requested a full 
investigation, by the Post Audit and Oversight 
Committee into the citing of the proposed sludge 
landfill facility in Walpole and the possible con- 
tamination of the Head of the Neponset Sole 
Source Aquifer. 


3 The 4-H Extension Cooperative. Senator 
Walsh was able to include an amendment in the 
state budget which prohibited the University of 
Massachusetts from closing the 4-H Extension 
Cooperative at the Norfolk County Agricultural 
High School in Walpole. 


The Tri-County School District loan. 
Walpole is a member of the Tri-County School 
District which received overpayments of over $1 
million dollars from the state. The state wanted 


Walpole, and the other involved communities, to 
repay the loan immediately - which would have 
been devastating to the community. Senator 
Walsh worked to ensure passage of a bill to 
spread the loan repayments out over a 10 year 
period. 


* Senator Walsh supported and worked for 
passage of legislation that directs portions of the 
Cigarette Tax money to special grants. One grant, 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Health, has 
Walpole sharing $130,000 with four other com- 
munities. This grant targets community educa- 
tion and prevention programs. A second $112, 
000 grant was awarded to the Walpole school 
system, allowing a comprehensive K - Twelve 
health curriculum, smoking cessation programs 
for students and faculty, the hiring of a psycholo- 
gist at the elementary level, and the purchase of 
necessary materials for a K - twelve curriculum. 


* Rate relief for MWRA rate-payers. Sena- 
tor Walsh co-sponsored legislation that appropri- 
ated $30 million for the Commonwealth Sewer 
Rate Relief Fund that helps alleviate skyrocketing 
water and sewer rates in the Commonwealth. In 
March, Senator Walsh, along with 35 fellow 
legislators, traveled to Washington D.C. to lobby 
for increased federal funding for the Boston 
Harbor Clean-up. 

Senator Walsh also appears in a local 
Walpole Cable program called "The Senate’s In 
Session" where discussions center around legisla- 
tion affecting Walpole and surrounding areas.
